The first case of brutality to a 
citizen of the United States will be fol- 
lowed. by immediate and unmistakable ac- 
tion on the part of the administration. 

Major McKinley is opposed to a recogni- 
tion of the republic of Cuba, because he 
maintains that it does not exist, and that 
the only existing government in uba is 
Spain. | 

The granting of belligerent rights to the 
insurgents, he argues, would relieve Spain 
to a large extent of her ene to this 
~ government. 

No chaims of American citizeng would lie 
against Spain for the destruction of their 
property on the island by the insurgents. 

Major McKinley is equally opposed to 
armed intervention, holding that conditions 
justifying such a step do not exist. 


The president-elect has recently express- 
ed himself in writing to the above effect. 

Tne firmness of his attitude on the pro- 
tection due Americars living or traveling 
in Cuba is unmistakable. The consul gen- 
eral at Havana will not appeal to him in 
vain. President-elect McKinley will order 
every ship in the navy to Cuban waters 
if necessary to protect the life of a man, 
woman or child who has a lawful claim on 
this government.

TAKES REFUGE IN SILENCE. 


Secretary Olney, Denial of Herald's 
News Being No Longer Possible, 
Will Not Talk. 


Washington, February 27.—Denial of The 
New York Herald's exclusive announce- 
ment that Consul General Lee had asked 
for a warship being no longer possible, 
Secretary Olney takes refuge in silence. 


The Herald’s remarkable achievement in 


securing Consul General Lee’s dispatch and 
thus proving the truth of the news has left 
Secretary Olney in a very ugly frame of 
mind, : 

When I called at the state department to- 
day Secretary Olney was “not in.” When 
I called at his house later with the exclu- 
sive dispatch containing the text af Consul 
General Lee's defhand for a warship he 
“regretted’’ that he could not see me. 

I sent his a copy of the disptach, request- 
ing a staternent concerning it. His very 
courteous butler brought back the reply: 
“The secretary directs me to say that he 
will say neither yes nor no; that he will 
not discuss it.’’ 

There can scarcely be.any doubt that 
Secretary Olney has this and several other 
dispatches from General Lee locked up in 
his desk, and that he is guarding them so 
closely he has not even referred them to 
the regular files of the department, while 
from the information I obtained from the 
president today I can only infer that he 
has not even communicated them to Mr. 


Cleveland. 
CLEVELAND DECEIVED? 

In answed to an inquiry made to the 
president through Private Secretary Thur- 
ber, Mr. Cleveland authorized me to say 
that he had not received the resignation of 
Consul General Lee; that he did not expect 
it, and that as far as he knew there had 
been no request from General Lee for war- 
ships. 

It is evidently the policy of Secretary 
Olney to suppress aH communications con- 
cerning the recent rupture with General 
Lee as long as it is possible for him to do 
so, the purpose being to tide over the few 
remaining days of the present administra- 
tion without either abandoning or support- 
ing General Lee. But for the fact that The 
Herald has pursued its usual course of pub- 
lishing all legitimate news, he could have 
succeeded, 

There is scarcely any doubt that the sec- 
retary has also suppressed everything he 
has received regarding Consul General 
Lee’s resignation. 

As far as it is admitted officially, there 
has simply been some friction between the 
secretary and General Lee. To friends in 
congress who have called upon the secre- 
tary that official has admitted this much, 
but he significantly remarked to a friend to- 
day that General Lee would likely be still 
consul general on March 4th. 

WON’T RECALL LEE. 

Having strongly supported General Lee in 
his demands for the release of Scott from a 
state of incommunicado, and subsequently 
faving made strong representations for 
Scott's immediate trial or release, Secre- 
tary Olney doubtless ‘believes that matters 
have been so arranged that it will not be 
necessary to accept General Lee's resigna- 
tion or recall him before the 4th of March. 

It is also to be the policy of the secretary 
to show that there has been,no lack of ef- 
fort on the part of the state department to 
protect American citizens in Cuba, and I 
am told tonight that when the correspon- 
dence in answer to Senator Hill's resolu- 
tion is sent to congress it may be accom- 
panied by a special message from the pres-. 
ident, stating specifially what has been done 
for the protection of Americans in Cuba. 

The secretary, I am told, has formulated 


the correspondence in such a way as to | 


show that if there was any dereliction of 
daty fn regard to the protection of Dr. Ruiz 
the responsibility Hes with General Lee.

ACCIDENT LED TO THE DETECTION 


The Murderers Told Neighbors That 
Hunt Was on His Way to Nevada To 
See the Prize Fight and Calmly Took 
Possession of His Effects—Buat He 
Slipped Up on a Horse Trade and Is 
Glad the Jail Protects Him from 
Judge Lynch Today. 


Gainesville, Ga., February 27. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 
The Evening Constitution correspondent 
this morning visited Grady Reynolds, who 


‘is in jail at this place charged with the 


murder of M. C. Hunt. His crime is one 
of the most horrible, in all its details, ever 
committed in this section, 

The alleged murderer is a heavy-set, 
swarthy man some thirty-five years of age. 
He is cool and collected and has exhibited 
marvelous nerve from the very beginning 
‘of the awful plot which he conceived. 

To your correspondent he gave the fol- 
lowing statement in direct confession of 
his guilt: 


“Bud Brooks and myself planned the 


whole murder and robbery a month ago. 


Brooks was raised in South Carolina near 
the former home of Hunt; he is a relative 
of my mother. 

“Hunt ran a store at Bellton and carried 
about $1,200 worth of goods. He had $600 in 
gold and $1,500 in bills, which he carried for 
weeks on his person. He was free in the 
matter of showing his money, and went 
around with it all the time. 

“I went to him and agreed to buy his 
stock, and on Monday, the 15th, I persuad- 
ed him.te take his. team and ge.with me 
to Harmony Grove, where I said I would 
pay him the money in the trade. He un- 
derstood I had the money there in bank. 

“We drove to Harmony Grove, both of 
us in good humor, and went: out to Mrs. 
Butler’s plantation, near the Oconee river, 
to spend the night. 

“Tuesday morning we went bird hunt- 
ing. Hunt carried the only gun in the 
crowd, and Bud Brooks went with us. 
Hunt shot two birds and Bud pointed out 
a third and asked for the gun to get a 
shot. 

“Hunt handed him the gun, and as he 
looked off to see the bird, Brooks hit him 
in the back of the head with the butt of 
the gun. He fell like a log. 

“We then took off what things were of 
value on his body and, and Brooks got an 
ax he had been using to get out railroad 
ties and hacked the body in the side and 
over the heart... We then carried it to the 
river, weighted it and sunk it. \ 

“Both of us then went back to- Mrs. 
Butler’s, and when she asked after the 
other man, Bud told her he had gone across 
the iron bridge and we were to meet him. 

“I hooked up the team, took Hunt’s 
ring, pisto] and overcoat and went back 
to Bellton. I left Brooks working within 
800 yards of where Hunt’s body was bur- 
led in the water. 

“At Bellton I told the story we fixed up— 
that Munt had sold out to me, gone west 
to see the prize fight and had directed me 
to dispose of his effects and send him the 
money. I sold the team for $10 to Quil- 
lian & Bros., and took charge of the store. 

“I didn’t know that Hunt had another 
horse in the livery stable, and when they 
asked about it, I guess I gave myself away. 
They suspicioned something and sent for 
Hunt’s brothers. I then got away from 
Belitonand was near Harmony Grove trying 
to get to see Brooks when I was arrested. 

“I didn’t do the killing myself. I was 
to get Hunt off and Brooks was to have 
the $2,100 for killing him. He got the 
money. 

“I was afraid the people of Bellten would 
lyrch me, but I feel safer in this Place. 
But I don’t see any way out of this thing 
now.”’ 

The above is the substance of his con- 
fession, made as coolly and with as much 
nerve as could well be exhibited under the 
most comfortable circumstances. 

It is talked about in Bellton that Rey- 
nolds claimed ihat certain relations be- 
tween Hunt and Reynolds’s sister had 
something to do with the tragedy.

The petition is of a caustic nature rnd 
makes some red-hot charges against the 
chief. It alleges that Chief Veal is not a 
fit and proper person to hold the oftice 
and is guilty of many acts unbecoming an 
offictal. 

The petition goes further and states that 
the chief is guilty of gross immoral -con- 
duct attended with such circumstances of 
aggravation as to bring the responsible 
office which he holds and the city of At- 
lanta into public disrepute. 

Petition in full is as follows: 

THE SENSATIONAL CHARGES. 

To the Honorable Mayor and Genera! 
Council of the City of Atlanta—Charles 
W. Joiner, a citizen of Atlanta, brings 
this petition and alleges that Thomas 
E. Veal, chief inspector of the sanitary 
department of the city of Atlanta. is 
not a fit and proper person to further 
administer said office. Your petitioner 
charges that said Veal is guilty of mal- 
feasance in office and of conduct un- 
becoming an officer of Atlanta. 

1. Said Veal has, in bad faith, used said 
office and the powers and privileges per- 
mitted to him in connection with said. 
office for his own personal gain and to 
the injury and loss of the city—that in 
buying and selling iive stock, the price 
paid by the city on said Veal's recom- 
mendation was largely in excess of the 
market price and said Veal participated 
in the profit. . 

2. Said Veal was interested as co- 
conspirator and as a partner of S. 
Marks with whom many of these uf- 
lawful transactions were had to the in- 
jury and fraud of the city.

~ GRECIANS DEFY THE. NATIONS 


To Protect 
Wheiy Christian Countrymen 
in Crete, 


NOTE THAT WAS NOT DELIVERED 


It Was an Epistie from the Powers 
to Greece, and the Delay Is Unex-~- 
plained—Only a Few of the Minis- 
ters Have Instructions About It. 


Athens, February 27.—The popular in- 
fignation against the great powers shows 
no sign of waning, and if the people had 
their way, they would fight with arms 
in their hands against the combined forces 
eof Europe in defense of their right to 
protect the Christians in Crete. It is not 
alone among the people that this feeling 
prevails, parliamentary and official onjnion 
strongly favors resistance to the demands 
of the powers. 

The joint note addressed to the Greek 
government has not yet been delivered, 
and the delay is unexplained. 

Only the Russian, Austrian and German 
ministers have been instructed by their 
governments concerning the note. 

It is reported that one of the powers 
has withdrawn from the concert. If this 
ig true, it will leave matters in statu quo 
and will break up the concert, the efforts 
of which have been directed to overawing 
Greece by threats. 


UNANIMITY A FARCE. 


The Powers Show Signs of Not Acting 
im Harmony on the Cretan 
Question. 


London, February 27.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Standard and the Ber- 
lin correspondent of The Daily News com- 
ment upon a dispatgh from St. Peters- 
burg to a news agency here which claims 
to semi-officially describe Russia's attitude 
on the Cretan question. 

The digpatch says that Russia has or- 
dered Greece to recall her flect and all 
her troops from Crete within three days. 
Other stringent measures are announced, 
and the powers, except Great Britain, are 
named as being ready to co-operate in 
their enforcement.

Today the question is still asked: Where 
is W. C. Hale? The answer does not seem 
to be so easily answered at this time as 
it was when The Evening Constitution’s 
extra appearel Thursday morning. 

“Oh, he’s in New York,” said some of 
his friends, ‘‘and will be here. tomorrow.” 

“On his way here now,” stated his part- 
ner, Ed Richards, who has since died 
away to Nev York city himself. 

“Won't be here until Monday,” stated 
this same partnér-a little later on Thurs- 
day, and after ‘the newsboys had sold 
something like 10,000 copies of The Even- 
ing Constitution’s extra, warning the, de- 
luded stockholders ‘that Hale didn’t think 
Atlanta a very healthy locality at this 
present time. 

It is now Saturday, and Hale’s where- 
abouts are yet not known, and the belief 
that he will never come back is steadily 
gaining ground. 

The report published in The Evening 
Constitution yesterday, that Hale had been 


seen in this city, is not discredited by many 
who have watched the -developments in 
the case. It is probable that he came here 
and has left again. 

As time rolls by the stockholders in 
Hale's building and loan company are more 
and more outspoken in their denuncta- 
tions of his mismanagement of the concern, 
and if he shows up the probability is that 
some action of a criminal nature will be 
taken against him. : 

Inquiries at the office of the company and 
among Hale’s associates in business fail to 
throw any light on his whereabouts.

The arm of 
the law is the only one that can adjust 
the affairs of the association. 

“If Judge Anderson’s arm was as long 
as his leg he could hardly reach to New 
York and bring back the assets.”’

It Is Rumored That H® Sailed from 
New York Wednesday. 


DIRECTORS SWEEP OLEAN 


The Officers Will Probe to the Bottom 
and May Offer a Reward for W. C. 
Hale’s Arrest—J,. E. Maddox Suc- 
ceeds E. C. Peters. 


The directors of the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association were in ses- 
sion until midnight last night. The meeting 
was held in Mr. O'Byrne’s room at the 
Aragon hotel. It was for the purpose of 
discussing further the result of the stock- 
holders’ meeting of the day before and 
consulting regarding the action to be taken 
in the future. 

The announcement that Mr. E. C. Peters 
would not serve on the committee of direc- 
tors was made and Mr. J. E. Maddox was 
selected to take his place on the board, 

The organization ofthe directors by elect- 
ing officers on Thursday night was told 
exclusively in The Bvening Constitution 
yesterday afternoon. They now propose to 
go to work and sift to the bottom every 
transaction of the old officers and if any 
wrongdoing is found which can be attrib- 
uted to the mismanagement of W. C. Hale 
he will be arrested. 

The directors are certain that he is guilty 
and he will not be allowed to escape if he 
shows up in Atlanta again, and if heard 
from elsewhere he will probably be prompt- 
ly arrested and returned to this city. 

There has been much talk during the last 
few aays over the telegrams which were 
supposed to be from Hale that were receiv- 
ed and exhibited at the stockholders’ con- 
vention on Thursday. 

There are those who do not believe that 
any such messages were ever received here, 
but that they were made up in Atlanta, 
and if they were received tn Atlanta they 
came from a person representing Hale and 
not the man himself. 

An effort ‘has been made to locate the 
man during the past few days, but this has 
met with failure. 

A telegram to the Broadway Central ho- 
tel, in New York, elicited the reply that 
Hale left there several days ago and has 
not been heard from since. It is asserted 
by some that he sailed from New York for 
Liverpool last Wednesday, and that he will 
not be seervin Atlanta again. 

A sharp watch will be kept for the fugi- 
tive, however, and if he does not turn up 
tomorrow, as per his telegram, a reward 
may be offered for his arrest ’

INDIAN MURDER 


A very interesting criminal case set for 
hearing before the supreme court Monday 
is that of Lowry against the state, murder 
from Glynn, 

M. Lowry is a Croatan Indian, from the 
celebrated band in North Carolina, many 


| 
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of whom have drifted with the turpentine 
and timber men into southern Georgia, 
where they are called ‘(Melungeons.”’ 

‘Lowry and a white man named Patrick 
Burns were working in the woods together 
and Burns went to Lowry’s camp and en- 
tered his shanty to get something to eat. 

Those Croatan Indians are a  “flerce, 
treacherous and vindictive race, and once 
‘their anger is aroused they do not hesitate 
to commit murder. 

The witnesses in the case testified on the 
trial that as Burns left the shanty Lowry 
shot him in the back, having concealed 
himself behind a tree, so as to take advan- 
tage of his enemy. 

As to the origin of the difficulty between 
them very little was brought out, but it 
seems to have been simply a dispute about 
some trivial matter. 

Burns walked about three-quarters of a 
mile after he was shot and told some other 
parties that Lowry had shot him in the 
back. He lingered for a short time and 
died. 

Lowry was tried and convicted of murder 
arid sentenced to be hanged, but an appeal 
for a new trial was taken and the case 
will come up Monday. It is the first time 
im many years that an Indian has been 
placed on trial for his life in a court of 
justice in Georgia.

Sorry Legacy 
Left McKinley. 


Next week Mr. Cleveland will turn over 
the ‘Cuban question to President McKinley 
in a very tangied and deplorable condition. 
Cleveland’s policy in the case from first 
to last has been’that‘of evasion, disguise, 
subserviency, pusillanimity and Gissimula- 
tion. He has moved out of sight of the 
American ‘people. He may have regarded 
his conduct as patterned after that of ths 
old world diplomatists, but it has lacked 
the skill of those trained schemers, who 
always seek to carry the people along 
with them; and it has been unlike the con- 
duct of England and France in the case 
of Crete. But once has he come out into 
the open, and that was.when he sent his 
message to congress tn December last, and 
when he held out a foolish and impractica- 
ble programme, that was acceptable neith- 
er to his own country nor yet to Spain, 
though it favored Spanish pretensions in 
Cuba. 

He haf previously manifested his design 
when he cast aside the belligerency resolu- 
tions of congress and antagonized public 
sentiment in the Spanish interest, and he 
had manifested it also by rendering such 
practical service as was desired By Spain; 
but not until the delivery of his message 
was the country made aware of the char- 
acter of the negotiations with the Spanish 
monarchy in which he had made an effort 
to engage. His scheme was spurned by 
both of the parties at war, as also by the 
American congress to which it was present- 
ed after the worthlessness of it had been 
demonstrated. 

As The New York Sun says, fhere has 
been no statesmanship in Cleveland’s treat- 
ment of the Cuban question. There has 
been no sagacious or honest leadership on 
the part of the administration. American- 
ism, patridtism and the country’s interests 


have all been disregarded.

It is not often that any president has 
such P opportunity for writing his name 
high iff the nation’s history as that which 
came to the man who ts about to hkave 
office with a discreditable record. He might 
have saved the United States from dangers 
which must confront them so long as Cuba, 
the “key to the gulf of Mexico,”’ remains 
in the hands of the government of Spain. 
He might have given a most useful lesson 
to such foreign powers as may ever enter- 
tain a design of encroaching upon Amerl- 
can rights, and might have provided for 
the guarding of the southern seaboard for 
all time to come. He might have promot- 
ed the advancement of liberty, though one 
must admit that this is a sentimental] con- 
sideration, which may be regarded as unde- 
serving of the attention of a strong gov- 
ernment. 

There was no need that Mr. Cleveland 
should give any cause of offense to the 
Madrid monarchy by his policy. There was 
certainly no need that he should invoke 
war with Spain, or get into any kind of 
trouble with her. All desirable ends could 
have been gained by. peaceful means. 
Spain is not such a fool as to strike an at- 
titude. of hostility toward a government 
merely because it asserted a right which 
any government may assert under interna- 
tional laws, and one which this govern- 
ment has frequently asserted in  oth- 
er cases; or because this govern- 
ment took effective steps for the protection 
of its citizens resident in Cuba; or because 
this government sought redress for wrongs 
suffered by its cittzens upon Spanish soil, 
or because it entered a protest against 
Spain's violation of the eustoms of civilized 
waffare;.or because it. desired indemnity 
for American property destroyed, or even 
‘because it recognized the belligeréht rights 
or acknowledged the independence of Cuba. 

‘Mr. Cleveland has. neglected every oppor- 
tunity that he might have seized without 
giving Spain any reason to take offense. 
In the case of the island of Crete, the com- 
bined European powers have adopted meas- 
ures far more energetic than it has ever 
been necessary for this country to adopt 
in the case of the island of Cuba. They 
have not scrupled to bring both Turkey and 
Greece under the strong hand. The exam- 
ple they have set is one not to be followed 
but it 
illustrates the extent to which fhey will 
carry their intereference when their own in-

The Fair street school is one that ranks 
with the largest and with the best in the 
city. Its district. is especially large and 
it takes in many neighborhoods that are 
strangely unlike each other. 

The buildigg is situated on Fair and 
Kelly streets, in a location that is not 
largely built up and which is near such 
open places as Grant park and the Oak- 
land cemetery. About the school, too, are 
large yards, and altogether it has little 
of the appearance of a dense city dis- 
trict. 

But Fain street is a city school in every 
sense. Among its six hundred children are 
to be found representatives of the different 
conditions of people that go to make up 
@ large population; but one roof they 
gather under and for the time being for- 


getful of everything save that they are. 


Fair street scholars and have the great 
school as the tie that holds them all to- 
gether. 

And this tie is a long one and one that 
is not likely to be considered or to be 
easily made.

The faculty isan excellent one, and from 
principal to the eighth grade teacher there 
is a unity of purpose that is born from 
the love of the work. 

The head of the school is Mrs. A. H. 
Smith, and hér great experience is given 
to the school, and it is profiting by it. 


Mrs. Smith taught in Fair street school ° 


when it was not the size it is now, and 
after that she was appointed to take the 
by no means easy task, of organizing the 
then formirg Fraser street school. 

This. she did. The hard period of the be- 
ginning was over with and she was called 
back to the important post of administer- 
ing the affairs of Fair street school. 

This she has done for the last five years, 
and in this time the school already large 
grew to such dimension that last year the 
double session plan was necessary to ac- 
commodate all the pupils, and this year 
the school was enlarged to twelve grades, 
the four lower being doubled. 

The teachers. of the school are Miss 
Davies, who is assistant principal; Mrs. 
Maddox, Misses Patton, Traylor, Winter, 
Choat, Steinheimer and Robinson. 

By the double session plan is meant prac- 
tically holding two schools a day. One 
meeting at 9 and adjourning at 12:30, and

The school life of the children is a very 
pleasant one—the recess play, their meet- 
ings together, the various features of their 
daily meetings is exceptionally cordial and 
has been noticeable to everybody who has 
seen them. 

The order of ‘the schoo! naturally; id ¢ con- 
sideration of this, is very good, and the 
teachers find that to control their pupils is 
not tn the least a difficulty. 

They all have a similar interest at heart 
and they work together with exceptional 
unity. 

The scholarship of the institution is 
therefore excellent. By the ones who are 
prevented from continuing the course to 
the end, deep regret is felt, and unfortun- 
ately there are many. 

The graduating grade this yéar contains 
twenty-two pupils, and they appreciate the 
privilege which is.theirs, and show it by 
devotion to their studies. 

The teaching tasks cannot but be a hard 
one, but in certain ways they are made 
easy by its congeniality and the evident 
effort the scholars make to not make dif- 
ficulties for them. 

Fair street is a school of growth. It is 
in a place and has the energy within itself 
that will make it constantly enlarged, and 
its high standard and its excellent system 
will always make it stand among the very 
first rank of the public schools of At- 
lanta. 

As for it today, no reasonable 
could be flattery to it.

A New Room Fitted Up in the 
Boys’ High School. 


——— 


APPARATUS TO BE BOUGHT 


‘ 


It Will Be Perfect in Every Detail and : 


Will Be a Valuable Acquisition to 
the Classes—Professor West, To Give 
Experiments—The Board of Educa- 
tion Compliments Chairman Hen- 


drix. 


A most important department of the 
Boys’ High school has just been completed 
and is now ready for use. It is a room 
especially fitted up for the scientific lec- 
tures and experiments which will be under 
the directicn of Professor E. E. West. 

Thursday afternoon just before the meet- 
ing of the board of education Mr. J. C. 
Hendrix, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings of the board, invited the 
other members present and a gepresentative 
of The Evening Constitution to visit the 
department. 

The room selected for. the purpose is on 
the south side of the Boys’ High school 
building, and is well‘ lighted from four 
large windows. It is handsomely furnished 
with forty desks and seats, and along the 
walls are several large cases, finished in 
polished curled pine, for the keeping of 
the scientific apparatus. 

The lecturer’s stand is fitted with water 
and gas connections, and arranged for all 
the appliances to be used in the experi- 
ments. 

It is the intention*of the board of ed- 


ucation to make this department one of | 


the best and most perfect in the school. 
In a short while a lot of new apparatus 
will be purchased, and this, with the ap- 
paratus now ysed, will give a most com- 
plete outfit. 

Professor West is an able ard clear dem- 
onstrator on all-scientifis subjects, and his 
lectures to the classes will be of great 
benefit when he gets all the new appliances 
iry order. 

One thing that Mr. Hendrix is justly 
proud of in connection with the fitting up 
of the scientific room is that all the 
handsome cases are made by their own 
carpenter and out of natural Georgia pine. 

To the pupils of the Boys’ High school 
this department is one of great interest, 
and none of the studies is more enjoyed 
than that which takes them into scientific 
fields. 

The members of the board complimented 
Mr. Hendrix on the good work his com- 
mittee had done, and all expressed them- 
selves as well pleased with the manner in 
which the new department had been fit-

THE END NOT IN SIGHT YET 


Dr. Thurman Was the Author of 
Some Peenliar Literature—Unprinated 
Letters Are Given for the Pirst Time, 
Case Goes Over Until Next Week.

Will the caveators succeed in breaking 
the last will of Dr. Thurman? 

For weeks five of the most prominent at- 
torneys in the city have been waging war 
with their claims. The case is one of the 
most pecullar that has been heard by an 
ordinary in years. 

The caveators say that Dr. Thurman was 
not in his right mind when the last will 
Was made and that it was Mrs. Under- 
wood’s hold and influence that caused Dr. 
Thurman to make ghi8 ‘last testament. 

Mrs. Underwood's attorneys say that Dr. 
Thurman was of sound mind and judg- 
ment when he died, and that the will that 
is being contested was made without the 
influence of Mrs. Underwood, and that -Dr. 
Thurman left her property because she 
was a near relative and had been kind to 
him during his life. 

Dr. Thurman was eccentric. Sufficient 
evidence has been introduced in the way 
of personal testimony and by the introduc- 
tion of Dr. Thurman’s curios and his many 
wild inventions. 

But because a person is eccentric it does 
not prove that he is not of sound mind and 
judgment. 

Dr. Hagan. who was Dr. Thurman's at- 
tending physician for several years, Says 
that in his opinion Dr. Thurman was, in 
his dotage. Testimony of a dozen other 
people say that Dr. Thurman’s mind failed 
in the last few years of his life. There was 
insanity in the Thurman family years ago 
and it-is claimed by the caveators that it is 
hereditary. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Underwood, N. J. 
& T. A. Hammond, have been introducing 
testimony for’ the last week of an unim- 
peachable nature. Dr. Thurman had a liti- 
gation with the city of Atlanta only a few 
years ago, and many prominent lawyers in 
the city say that during the trial and while 
Dr. Thurman was on the stand that his an- 
swers, replies and statements were those of 
‘a sane man in the full power of his mind. 

SOME PECULIAR LETTERS 

Yesterday they introduced several letters 
that were written by Dr. Thurman which 
will have an important bearing on the case. 
Dr. W. H. Brockman, who was a relative 
of Dr. Thurman’s and an associate and 
personal friend of the deceased, received 
the following letter from him: 

“My Very Dear Cousins Willie and Rosa— 
I inclose duplicate of letter I have just 
written te Mary. ..For eertain reasons I 
want you to see it and then won't you be 
so kind as to put it away in a secure place 
and keep it for same reason. Don’t let 
Mary know that 1 s@At it to”you. 

“Now, my dear cousins, I hope you won't 
think I am troublesome when you take into 
consideration my distressed condition. 

“Kiss each other affectionately in re- 
membrance of one who loves you.

- GAUSES FIRE 


Temple Court Narrowly Escapes 
Destruction. 


HARD FIGHT BY FIREMEN 


The Seventh Floor ef the Building 
Filled with Firemen for One Hour. 
Chief Joyner Was at First Puzzled. 
Conuldn’t Tell Hew It Started—LBuild- 
ing Saved with Only About $500 
Damage. 


Temple court, on the corner of Alabama 
and Pryor streets, came near being de- 
stroyed by a very peculiar fire this morn- 
ing, and it took the hardest work on the 
part of the fire department to save the 
building. 

About 7 o'clock a young man while 
walking through the hall on the seventh 
floor of the building saw smoke issuing 
from a crack between the floor and side 
wall. He discovered at the same time 
that the hose which had been attached 
to a fire plug had burned to a crisp. He 
secured another piece of hose and began 
to throw a stream of water on the fire. 
It did not take him long to ascertain that 
he needed help, and a lot of it, for smoke 
was pouring into the hallway. 

By this time people in the street dis- 
covered the smoke rolling from between 
the roof and cornices, and an alarm was 
Sent in. ; 

The trained eyeof Chief Joyner saw quick- 
ly that he had a hard fight on his hands 
to save the building. Hose from the reel 
wagons was run out and taken to the 
seventh floor on one of the passenger ele- 
vators. This saved much time, and time 
was everything to the chief and his men. 

As Chief Joyner afterwards remarked to 
a reporter of The Evening Constitution, 
the fife reminded him of how Mrs. Mulli- 
gins had the meastes—it was all about in 
spots. Around in the side walls and over- 
head in the ceiling the flames were roar- 
ing ike a hurricane. Plastering and laths 
were torn away with the hooks and axes 
and streams of water thrown upon the. 
fire wherever it could be seen. 

The office in which the firemen worked 
was fortunately empty and none of the 
other offices were injured except the few 
which were sprinkled with a little water. 

When the fire was at last under control 
and the handsome and costly building 
saved, Chief Joyner began to look around 
for the cause of the burning. It was diffi- 
cult in the first place to locate where the 
fire originated, and when this question was 
finally settled, the astonishing fact was 
escertained that the flames started from 
the water hose in the hall, the very ap- 
paratus intended to subdue fires. The 
theory is that some one threw a match or 
placed a cigar or cigarette on the coil of 
hose, which, being covered with worsted, 
quickly ignited and the flames were com- 
municated to the flooring. 

The total loss will not exceed 50. 

A SMALL BUAZE ON PULLIAM. 

A few minutes before 7 o'clock this 
morning the fire department was called 
out to fight a fire at No. 41 Pulliam street, 
where John Morris resides. With the 
exception of a few shingles burned on 
the roof the flames did but little damage.

TO AANDIGAP THE FIGHT 


BILL DRAWN UP TO PREVENT NEWS 
OF IT BEING PUBLISHED. 


The Reform Bureau Cannot Stop It 
Altogether, but Will Try This 
Plan To Injure Its Pop- 
vlarity. 

Washington, February 27.—If the reform 
bureau of which the Rev. Wilburn Crafts, 
of this city, is superintendent is unable 
to prevent the forthcoming glove contest 
in Nevada between Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons, it will endeavor to minimize the 

printed accounts of the fight. 

In response to the argument made by 
Mr. Crafts before the house commerce 
committee yesterday, Mr. Aldrich, republi- 
can, of Illinois, was directed to report a 


bill to the house, the purpose of which is 
to prevent the publication of pictures of 
pugilists and detailed descriptions of prize- 
fighters. Newspapers are forbidden to send 
mail or interstate commerce, which latter 
includes electric telegraph, either such pic- 
tures or descriptions, the maximum pun- 
ishment for which is ten years in jail. 
TEXT OF THD BILL. 

The full text of the anti-prizefight bill 
follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That no picture or 
description of any prize fight or encounter 
of pugilists under whatever names, or any 
proposal or record of betting on the same, 
shall be transmitted through the United 
States mails, whether in papers or period- 
ical or telegram or any form. 

Section 2. Any person sending euch mat- 
ter, or knowingly receiving such matter 
for transmission by mail or interstate 
commerce shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished for not 
more than five years at the discretion of 
the court, or by a fine not exceeding $1,000. 

The report accompanying the bill, which 
was written by Mr. Aldrich, republican, of 
Illinois, explains that all the states of the 
union, save one or two, forbid prize ftight- 
ing, which has been sent to the limbo of 
condemned customs with dueling,s lavery, 
lotteries and polygamy. 

“The bill,’’ the report states, “simply pro- 
tects the more advanced states, which have 
forbidden pugilism as brutal and brutaliz- 
ing, against having prize fights brought 
into their borders in pictures and descrip- 
tions, which are only a little less harmful 
than the degrading sport they describe.” 

NEWS MAY BE PUBLISHED. 

After explaining that this bill does, not 
forbid brief statements of prize fighting 
as matters of news, the report shows how 
the gavernment forbade prize fighting in 
its whole jurisdiction, driving one fight an- 
nounced to occur in one territory nto Mex- 
ico, which also forbade it, and cintinues: 

“This bill is only the logical extension 
and protection of that act, and is in accird 
with another act of this congress prohib- 
iting the transportation of obscene pic- 
tures. Pictures. of the brutality of pugil- 
ism are hardly less harmful to our youth, 
and it is in accord with the divorce act. of 
congress, which has protected the families 
of the whole land against divorce colonies 
in one of the territories. 

“It is believed that the reputable press 
which describes prize fights only because 
of competition will welcome this protec- 
tion.’’ 


WILLIAM TALKS SOME MORE. 


The German Emperor Makes a Speech 
in Which He Praises Another 
William. 


Berlin, February 27.—The Bradenburg 
provincial diet gave a banquet tonight at 
the Englischaus, at which Emperor Wil- 
liam was present. His majesty made a 
speech, in which he dwelt upon the cen- 
tenary of William the Great, declaring that 


Germany’s present. commanding position 
was due to him alone. 


He then proceeded to attack in the an- 
griest words that ever-growing umstruz 
parties, which he said did not halt before 
the highest circles, not even the highest la- 
dies. 

He declared that he was determined to 
use every means to crush those who were 
engaged in exciting revolutionary tenden- 
cies, and added that he reckoned upon the 
assistance of the Bandengurgers in this 
struggle.

London, February 27.—The south African 
committee of the house of commons ap- 
pointed to in@ire into the Jameson raid 
into the Transvaal resumed its sittings 
yesterday, and the examination of Cecil 
Rhodes was continued. A number of peers 
and members of the house of commons 
were present, but for the first time since 
the inquiry began, the prince of Wales 
was absent. 

Mr. Rhodes admitted that he had in- 
structed Mr. Rutherford Harris, his agent 
in London, to communicate confidentially 
the plans of the secret movement to cer- 
tain persons in England, but he refused 
to give their names. Mr. Rhodes was 
asked whether he regarded having a force 
ready to march into the Transv1al as con- 
sistent with his position as premler cf the 
Cape Colony, and replied that it was for 
the committee to judge his conduct, which 
did not appear to him to have been in- 
consistent. 

The witness was then asked concerning 
the allusion in the statement read by him 
at the opening of the inquiry to tne in- 
tention of the Boer government to intro- 
duce foreign @ fluence into the Transvaal. 

Hon. Edward Blake added that he as- 
sumed that Mr. Rhodes had adequate 
grounds for the statement. Mr. Rhodes 
said that he had, but if he should state 
his reason for his belief, it might do harm 
and cause irritation to a friendly power. 
Nevertheless, he absolutely did believe it. 

To a question by Mr, Blake in regard to 
the imperial character of the proposed 
federation of the south African states, 
Mr. Rhodes replied: “You must remem- 
ber that when we federated Canada it was 
a local people federated, and the imperial 
government finally sanctioned it.” 

Mr. Blake asked: “Do you thin that 
the end justified the means?’ 

Mr. Rhodes answered: “li we had suc 
ceeded, we should have had a union cf 
Africa and the chartered company wouid 
have profited greatly. As I failed, I must 
take the responsibility, anil L hope -hat 
the future will accomplish the union. I 
also hope that the comini:t¢ce in their de 
liberations will take into consideration the 
objects I. had in view.’* 7 

LAIBOURCHERE EXAMINES. 

Mr. Rhodes was then examined by Dr. 
Labouchere, who asked hita whether Ger 
many was the power he pelieved to have 
been favored by Presideit Kruger, which 
question the witness ansver2ld in the if- 
firmative. 

In response to questloas asking fur e'- 
dence in support of lis velfef, Mr. Rhodes 
read extracts from «2 speech delivered by 
President Kruger bef>*e the German Club 
of Pretoria on the occasion of the birthday 
of the German emperor in 1895, on which 
time the Boer presi!2nt claimed taat Great 
Britain had relinquished her claims of suz- 
rainty over the Transvinl and declared 
that he had been able to :a1rke a trea.y 
with Germany, so thir if cne nativn tried 
to lick the Transv:iulers, other nation? 
would try to stop her. Mr. Riodes also 
said that he had rexseon to wvelieve thut 
President Krug?r intenced bv this speech 
to claim the right t. rmiako s:ch a treaty 
and confirm it wi-hoit the senction of the 
queen. 

The whole tendency of the Transvaal po9!- 
icy, he added, was r. ‘avor uf foreiencrs, 
Germans, and espectuily at the expense of 
the English. 

Mr. Labouchere said: ‘‘Perhaps Presi- 
dent Kruger’s ¢peech was an after dinner 
oration.”’ 

Mr. Rhodes said: ‘President Kruger 
drinks nothing stronger then water.”

“The Johannesburgers have no. civil 
rights and no body of Englishmen will 
remain in any place for any period without 
insisting on their civil rights.” 

Evidence showing the animosity of the 
Transvaal toward the Cape Colony and 
Great Britain was introduced, In the course 
of which Mr. Rhodes took from his poeket 
and read aloud a long extract from a 
speech in regard to Crete, recently deliver- 
ed in the house of commons by Mr. Labour- 
chere. As he finished reading, Mr. Rhodes 
said: 

“I quite agree with Mr. Labouchere and 
transferred the same sentiments and state 
affairs to the Transvaal.”’ 

This remark created a laugh, in which 
Mr. Labourchere joined. 

The witness said that Mr. Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the colonies, had ab- 
solutely no knowledge whatever of the 
*revolutionary movement, and after that re- 
mark Mr. Chamberlain said that he would 
be very glad to answer any question on 
the subject. 

The committee adjourned until Friday.

Chicago, Ill., February 27.—‘‘Doctor” Fred 
Rutland, who claims to be a graduate of 
two California colleges and the Medical 
University of Ohio, was arrested yester- 
day by postal inspectors on the charge of 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
He will be given a hearing today before 
Commissioner Humphrey. 

Rutland has been operating the Wiscon- 
sin Tlectric medical college, which, the in- 
spectors allege, is a bogus diploma distrib- 
uting concern on a big scale. They have 
in their possession a book of names, ~ad- 
dresses and class of degrees conferred, 
showing’ that 907 persons in every state 


-of the union, Mexico, Canada, India and 


France have received diplomas, conferring 
the degree of doctor of medicine, pharmacy, 
philosophy in rapid succession when a fee 
of $35 to $50 was received. 

It is alleged by the authorities that the 
only educational perequisite for the grant- 
ing of these diplomas was that the appli- 
cant should return answers to a list. of 
medical and surgical] questions, which the 
average public school graduate would be 
competent to give. ‘ 

The diploma record shqws that Willard 
Chase Offutt, of Savannah, Ga., received 
five distinct degrees between June 26th, 
and September 25th of last year. 

It is estimated that Rutland has received 
$30,000 from his “college’’ since he came 
here from Milwaukee last May.

The rebels escaped clear out of the 
suburbs, through Tondo quarter, where the 
alarm was given. The shops and estab- 
lishments closed for fear of complications. 

In the suburbs of Manilla the rebels were 
pursued and many have been made pris- 
oners and killed. 

The ftebéels also killed Lieutenant Colonel 
Fieros and others in the streets.

General Lachambre captured the town of 
Perez Dos Marinas Thursday, after eight 
hours of hard fighting.

To your correspondent he gave the fol- 
lowing statement in direct confession of 
his gtillt: 

“Bud Brooks and myself planned the 
wholé murder and robbery a month ago. 
Brooks Was raised in South Carolina near 
the fofmer home of Hunt; he is‘a relative 
ef my mother. 

“Hunt rah a store at Bellton and carried 
about $1,200 worth of goods. He had $600 in 
gold and $1,500 in bills, which he carried for 
weeks On his person. He was free in the

stock, and’ on. Monday, the 15tH,.I perauad- 
ed him to take his team and go, with,me 
to HaPinony Grove, wliere I said I would 
pay him the money in the trade. He un- 
derstood I had the money there in bank. 

“We drove to Harmony Grove, both of 
us in good humor, and went out to Mrs. 
Butler’s plantation, near the Oconee river, 
to spend the night. 

“Tuesday morning we, went bird hunt- 
ing. Hunt carried the only gun in the 
erowd, and Bud Brooks went with us. 
Hunt shot two birds and Bud pointed out 
a third and asked for the gun to get a 
shot. 

“Hunt handed him the gun, and as he 
looked off to.see the bird, Brooks hit him 
in the back of the head with the butt of 
the gun. He fell like a log. 

“We then took off what things were of 
value on his body and, and Brooks got an 
ax he had been using to get out railroad 
ties and hacked the body in the side and 
over the heart.. We then carried it to the 
river, weighted it and sunk it. 

“Both of us then went back to Mrs. 
Butler’s, and when she asked after the 
other man, Bud told her he had gone across 
the tron bridge and we were to meet him. 

“I hooked up the team, took Hunt's 
ring, pistol and overcoat and went back 
to Bellton. I left Brooks working within 
300 yards of where Hunt’s body was bur- 
led in the water. 

“At Bellton I told the story we fixed up— 
that Munt had sold out to me, gone west 
to see the prize fight and had directed me 
to dispose of his effects and send. him the 
money. I sold the team for $1W to Quil- 
lian & Bros., and took charge of the store. 

“I didn’t Know that Hunt had another 
horse in the livery stable, and when they 
asked about it, I guess I gave myself away. 
They suspicioned something and sent for 
Hunt’s brothers. I then got away from 
Belltonand was near Harmony Grove trying 
to get to see Brooks when I was arrested. 

“I didn't do the killing myself. I was 
to get Hunt off and Brooks was to have 
the $2,100 for killing him.

Amid the throng of shareholders in 
Hale’s financial enterprise which went 
down as suddenly and as quickly as a 
“shoot on the chutes,’”” which clamored for 
information and satisfaction in the city 
hall meeting Thursday there stood in the 
background a young man who had dream- 
ed of his savings and his sweetheart as he 
laid by the few dollars saved from his 
wages to pay for his highly-prized and 
artistically engraved stock certificates. 
The worthless paper represented many 
hours of steady toil, and now his savings, 
and with them all his dreams and hopes, 
had vanished like valley mists before the 
morning sun that kissed the mountain 
peaks. 

From down !n the Lone Star State, the 
mecca of fortune-dreamers, ‘a young me- 
chanic sent a message to a friend in At- 
lanta when the first news of the associa- 
tion’s collapse went out: “For God’s sake 
do something to get my money far me; it 
is all I have on earth!’’ 

These are but a very few of the many 
cases which have been heard from, for in 
many sections throughout the land the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. which 
were gathered into the agssociation’s bot- 
tomless treasury represented the honest 
sweat of many a brow and the self-denial 
of hundreds of wage-earning men and wo- 
men. 

The network of agencies was like the oc- 
topus, and it reached far and wide for its 
victims.

A very interesting criminal! case set for 
hearing before the supreme court Morday 
is that of Lowry against the state, mufder 


from Glynn.

M. Lowry is a Croatan Indian, 
celebrated band in North Carolina, many 
of whom have drifted with the turpentine 
and timber men into southern Georgia, 
where they, are called ‘*Melungeons,’’ 

Lowry and a white.man named, Patrick 
‘Burns were working im: the woods together 
and Burns went to Lowry’s camp and en- 
tered his shanty to get something to eat. 

Those Croatan Indians are a _ flerce, 
treacherous and vindictive race, and once 
their anger is aroused they do not hesitate 
to commit murder. 

The witnesses in the case testified on the 
trial that as Burns léft the shanty Lowry 
shot him in the back, having concealed 
himself behind a tree, so as to take advan- 
tage of his enemy. 

As to the origin of the difficulty between 
them very little was brought out; 


some trivial’ matter. * 

Burns watked about three-quarters of a 
mile after he was shot and told some other 
parties that Lowry had shot him in the 
back. He lingered for a short time and 
died. 

Lowry was tried and convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged, but an appeal 
for a new trial was taken and the case 
will come up Monday. It Is the first time 
in many years that an Indian has been 
placed on trial for his life in a court of 
justice in Georgia.

Next week Mr. Cleveland will turn over 
the Cubari question to President McKinley 
in a very tangled and deplorable condition. 
Cleveland’s policy in the case from first 
‘to last has been that of evasion, disguise, 
subserviency, pusillanimity and Gissimula- 
tion. He has moved out of sight of the 
American people. He may have regarded 
his conduct as patterned after that of the 
old world diplomatists, but it has lacked 
the skill of those trained schemers, who 
‘always seek to oarry the people along 
with them: and it has been unlike the con- 
duct of England and France in the case 
of.Crete. But once has he come out into 
‘the open, and that was when he sent his 
message to congress'in December last, and 
when he held out a foolish and impractica- 
ble programme, that was acceptable neith- 
er to his own country nor yet to Spain, 
though it favored Spanish pretensions in 
Cuba.

“TFAIR ‘STREET SCHOOL; 
ITs REMARKABLE GROWTH

‘The Fair street school is one that ranks 
with the largest and with the best in the 
city. Its district is especially large and 
it takes in many. neighborhoods that are 
strangely unlike each other. 

The building is situated on Fair and 
Kelly streets, in a location that is not 
largely built up and which is near such 
open places as Grant park and the Oak- 
land cemetery. About the school, too, are 
large yards, and -altogether it has little 
of the appearance of a dense city dis- 
trict. 

But Fair street is a city school in every 
sense. Among its six hundred children are 
to be found representatives of the different 
conditions of people that go to make up 
@ large population; but one roof they 
gather under and for the time being for- 
getful of everything save that they are 
Fair street scholars and have the great 
school as the tie that holds them all to- 
gether. 

And this tie is a long one and one that 
is not likely to be considered or to be 
easily made. 

Fair street has it to a commendable de- 
gree, and the spirit that exists between 
the teachers and scholars and between the 
scholars themselves is not easily to be 
overestimated. 

Each individual boy or girl thinks and 
believes thoroughly that Fair- street 
school is the ideal of such institutions, and 
they are not without grounds for such 
thoughts, — | 

The faculty is an excellent one, and from 
principal to the eighth grade teacher there 
is a unity of purpose that is born from 
the love’ of the work. 

The head of the school fs Mrs. A. H. 
Smith, and her great experience is given 


to the. school, ‘and it is profittig by itt * « 


Mrs. Smith taught in Fair Street schoo?’ 
when it wags not the size it is now, and 
after that sho was appointed to take the 
by no means easy task of organizing the 
then formirg Fraser street school. 

This she did. ~The hard period-of: the be- 
ginning was over with and she was called 
back to the important post of administer- 
ing the affairs of, Fair street school. 

This she has done for the last five years, 
and in this time the school already large 
grew to such dimension that last year the 
double session plan was necessary to ac- 
commodate all the pupils, and this year 
the school was enlarged to twelve grades, 
the four lower being doubled. 

The teachers. of the school are Miss 
Davies, who is assistant principal; Mrs. 
Maddox, Misses Patton, Traylor, Winter, 
Choat, Steinheimer and Robinson. 

By the double session plan is meant prac- 
tically holding two schools a day. One 
meeting at 9-and adjourning at 12:30, and 
a new one coming in at that time and 
lasting until 4,

As to the building in which Fair street 
is located, it is a particulaely good one 
and has many features that are of great 
advantage to it. 

The building has spacious halls, which 
is a great consideration when it was nec- 
essary to dismissing one school almost 
at the time the other was coming in, as 
was the case bast year. The stairs are 
built as such stairs should be, long and 
sloping, and they accommoedate the large 
crowd that use them particularly well. 

Each teacher has a private room of her 
own, which is something that is greatly 
appreciated by those who enjoy them. 

Besides these things, the school has a 
large yard, as has been said, and all these 
advantages make Fair street school as 
possessing a very considerable amount of 
unusual benefits and make the edifice a 
good one beyond the ordinary school build- 
ing. a 

The school is well equipped In many 
ways; like most, however, it lacks a li- 
brary, and the idea of gaining one has 
long been the wish of its principal. 

She pointed out the need of one ex- 
hibited even in the ordinary school studies. 
In the writing of a composition the need 
of reference books can well be seen; in the 
various. other studies where the regular 
schoolbooks cf necessity are not all that 
is needed, this embarrassment is felt. 

Anything that gives the hope of gaining 
a valuable library is therefore very pleas- 
ant to the principal, and it is almost need-

The lecturer's stand is fitted with water 
and gas cennections, and arranged for all 
the appliances to be used in the expert- 
ments, 

It is the intention of the board of ed- 
ucation to make this department one of 
the best and most perfect in the school. 
In a short while a lot of new apparatus 
will be purchased, and this, with the ap- 
paratus now used, will give a most com- 
plete outfit. 

Professor West is an able anil clear dem- 
onstrator on all scientifis subjects, and his 
lectures to the classes will be of great 
benefit when he gets all the new appliances 
in order. 

One thing that Mr. Hendrix is justly 
proud of in connection with the fitting up 
ef the scientific reom is that all the 
handsome cases are made by their own 
carpenter and out of natural Georgia pine.

For weeks five of the most prominent at- 
torneys in the city have been waging war 
with their claims.

The caveators say that Dr. Thurman was 
not in his right mind when the last will 
was made and that it was Mrs. Under- 
wood’s hold and influence that caused Dr.

HARD FIGHT BY FIREMEN 


The Seventh Floor of the Building 
Filled with Firemen for One Hour. 
Chtef Joyner Was at First Puzszsied. 
Couldn't Tell Hew It Started—Build- 
ing Saved with Only About $500 
Damage. 


Temple court, on the corner of Alabama 
and Pryor streets, came near being de- 
gtroyed by a very peculiar fire this morn- 
ing, and it took the hardest work on the 
part of the fire department to save the 
building. 

Ahout 7 o’clock a young man while 
walking through the hall on the seventh 
floor of the building saw smoke issuing 


} from a crack between the floor and side 


wall. He discovered at the same time 
that the hose which had been attached 
to a fire plug had burned to a crisp. He 
secured another piece of hose and began 
to throw a stream of water on the fire. 
Tt did not take him long to ascertain that 
he needed help, and a lot of it, for smoke 
was pouring into the hallway. 

By this time people in the street dis- 
covered the smoke rolling from hetween 
the roof and cornices, and an alarm was 
sent in. 

The trained eyeof Chief Joyner saw quick- 
ly that he had a hard fight on his hands 
to save the building. Hose from the reel 
wagons was run out and taken to the 
seventh floor on one of the passenger ele- 
vators. This saved much time, and time 
was everything to the chief and his men. 

As Chief Joyner afterwards remarked to 
a. reporter of The Evening Constitution, 
the fire reminded him of how Mrs. Mulll- 
gins had the measles—it was all about in 
spots. Around in the side walls and over- 
head in the ceiling the flames were roar- 
ing like a hurricane. Plastering and laths 
were torn away with the hooks and axes 
and streams of water thrown upon the 
fire wherever it could be seen. 

The office in which the firemen worked 
was fortunately empty, and none of the 
other afflees were injured except the few 
which were sprinkled with a little water. 

When the fire was at last under control 
and tWe handsome and costly building 
saved Chief Joyner began to look around 
for the cause of the burning. It was diMfi- 
cult in the first place to locate where the 
fire originated, and when this question was 
finally settled, the astonishing fact was 
ascertained that the flames started from 
the water hose in the hall, the very ap- 
paratus intended to subdue fires. The 
theory is that some one threw a match or 
placed a cigar or cigarette on the’coil of 


| hose, which, .pelnag. covered .with wersted..

TO HANDIGAP THE FIGHT 


BILL DRAWN UP TO PREVENT NEWS 
OF IT BEING PUBLISHED. 


The Reform Bureau Cannot Stop It 
Altogether, but Will Try This 
Plan To Injure Its Pop- 
ularity. 


Washington, February 27.—If‘ the reform 
bureau of which the Rev. Wilburn Crafts, 
of this city, is superintendent is unable 
to prevent the forthcoming glove contest 
in Nevada between Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons, it will endeavor to minimize the 
printed accounts of the fight. 

In response to the argument made by 
Mr. Crafts before the house commerce 
committee yesterday, Mr. Aldrich, republi- 
can, of Illinois, was directed to report a 


bill to the house, the purpose of which is 
to prevent the publication of pictures of 
pugilists and detailed descriptions of prize- 
fighters. Newspapers are forbidden to send 
mail or interstate commerce, which latter 
includes electric telegraph, either such pic- 
tures or descriptions, the maximum pun- 
ishment for which is ten years in jail. 
TEXT OF THIB BILL. 

The full text of the anti-prizefight bill 
follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That no picture or 
description of any prize fight or encounter 
of pugilists under whatever names, or any 
proposal or record of betting on the same, 
shall be transmitted: through the United 
States mails, whether in papers or period- 
ical or telegram or any form. 

Section 2. Any person sending such mat- 
ter, or knowingly receiving such matter 
for transmission by mail or interstate 
commerce shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished for not 
more than five years at the discretion of 
the court, or by a fine not exceeding $1,000. 

The report accompanying the bill, which 


' was written by Mr. Aldrich, republican, of 


Illinois, explains that all the states of the 
union, save. one. or .two, forbid prize. fight- 
ing, which has been sent to the Mimbo of 
condemned customs with dueling,s lavery, 
lotteries and polygamy, 

“The bill,’’.the report states, ‘‘simply pro- 
tects the more advanced states, which have 
forbidden pugilism as brutal and brutaliz- 
ing, against having prize fights brought 
into their borders in pictures and descrip- 
tions, which are only a little less harmful 
than the degrading sport they describe.” 

NEWS MAY BE. PUBLISHED. 

After explaining that this bill does not 
forbid brief statements of. prize fighting 
as matters of news, the report shows how 
the government forbade prize fighting. in 
its whole jurisdiction, driving one fight an- 
nounced to occur in one territory nto Mex- 
ico, which also forbade it, and cintinues: 

“This bill is only the logical extension 
and protection of that act, and is in accird 
with another act of this congress prohib- 
iting the transportation of obscene pic- 
tures. Pictures of .the brutality of pugil- 
ism are hardly less harmful to our youth, 
and it-is.in aceord with the divorce act of 
congress, which has protected the families 
of the whole land. against divorce colonies 
in one of the territories. 

“It is. believed that the reputable press 
which describes prize fights only because 
of competition will welcome this protec- 
tion,”’ 


WILLIAM TALKS SOME MORE. 


The German Emperor Makes a Speech 
in Which He Praises Another 
William, 


Berlin, February 27.—The Bradenburg 
provincial diet gave a banquet tonight at 
the Englischaus, at which Emperor Wil- 
liam was present. His majesty made a 
speech, in which he dwelt upon the cden- 
tenary of William the Great, declaring that 


Germany's present commanding position 
was due to him alone. 


He then proceeded to attack in the an- 
griest words that ever-growing umstruz 
parties, which he said did not halt before 
the highest circles, not even the highest la- 
dies.

London, February 27.—The south African 
committee of the house of commons ap- 
pointed to in@wire into the Jameson raid 
into the Transvaal resumed its sittings 
yesterday, and-the examination of Cecil 
Rhodes was continued. A number of peers 
and members of the house of commons 
were present, but for the first time since 
the inquiry began, the prince of Wales 
was absent. 

Mr. Rhodes admitted that he had in- 
structed Mr. Rutherford Harris, his agent 
in London, to communicate confidentially 
the plans of the secret movement to cer- 
tain persons in Wngland, but he refused: 
to give their names. Mr. Rhodes was 
asked whether he regarded having a force 
ready to march into the Transvial as. con- 
sistent with his position as premier cf the 
Cape Colony, and replied that it was for 
the committee to judge his conduct, which 
did not appear to him to have been in-- 
consistent. 

The witness was then asked concerning 
the allusion in the statement read by him 
at the opening of the inquiry to tne in- 
tention of the Boer government to intro- 
duce foreign @ fluence into the Transvaal. 

Hon. Edward Blake added that he as- 
sumed that Mr. Rhodes 
grounds for the statement. Mr. Rhodes 
said that he had, but if he should state 
his reason for his belief, it might do harm 
and cause irritation to a friendly power. 
Nevertheless, he absolutely did believe it. 

To a question by Mr. Blake in regard to 
the imperial character of the proposed 
federation of the south African states, 
Mr. Rhodes replied: ‘“‘You must rcemem- 
ber that when we federated Canada it wus 
a local people federated, and the imperial 
government finally snctioned it.”

HE OPERATED THE WISCONSIN EC- 
LECTIC MEDICAL COLLEGE, 


The Authorities Have Some Doubts 
About Its High Standard and He 
Will Be Examined on a 
Postal Charge.

Chicago, Ill., February 27.—‘‘Doctor”’ Fred 
Rutland, who claims to be a graduate of 
two California colleges and the Medical 
University of Ohio, was arrested yester- 
day by postal inspectors on the charge of 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
He will be given a hearing today before 
Commissioner Humphrey. 

Rutland has been operating the Wiscon- 
sin Tlectric medical college, which, the in- 
epectors allege, is a bogus diploma distrib- 
uting concern on a big scale. They have 
in their possession a book of‘ names, .ad- 
dresses and class of degrees conferred, 
showing that 907 persons in every state 
of the union, Mexico, Canada, India and 
France have received diplomas, conferring 
the degree of doctor of medicine, pharmacy, 
philosophy in rapid succession when a fee 
of $35 to $30 was received. 

It is alleged by the authorities that the 
only educational perequisite for the grant- 
ing of these diplomas was that the appli- 
cant should return.answers to a list of 
medical and surgical questions, which the 
average public school graduate would be 
competent to give. 7 

The diploma record shows that Willard 
Chase Offutt, of Savannah, Ga., received 
five distinct degrees between June 26th, 
and September 25th of last year. 

It. is estimated that Rutland has received 
$30,000 from his ‘“‘college’’ since he came 
here from Milwaukee last May.

After leaving the penitentiary he walked 
through the country toward his former 
home, in Harris county. He said he wanted 
to get the benefit of the free air which he 
had so many years been deprived of. Pass- 
ing through Conyers he spied a fine bicy- 
cle, the. owner of which was not in sight, 
and the ex-convict thought a ride would be 
an improvement on a walk of thirty miles, 
and he captured the lonesome wheel. 

But he sdon ascertained he couldn't ride 
it, and so he rolled it all the way to At- 
lanta. Upon reaching the city he hid the 
wheel in a wagon yard, where it was dis- 
covered and the temporary cwner arrested. 
At the police station: he gave three names— 
all he remembered, at the time.« These 
were: James Andeérsoh, Joseph Evans and 
Joseph Hammett. The latter, he says, ts 
his real and lawful cognomen. 

When questioned by a representative of 
The Evening Constitution he said: “I am 
an unlucky dog.

THE SHERIFF WILL NOT ALLOW THE 
PRISONERS LETTERS OPENED, 


He Says the Jailers Have No Right 
To Open the Letters of the Jail 
Inmates and He Orders It 
Stopped, 


There is likely to be:'a-row in camp 
unless the tax collectors and tax receivers 
who have not filed their bonds with the 
comptroller general can make some show- 
ing satisfactory to the state department 
why they Have not done so. eee 

There is a péhalty attached to such ir- 
regularities and those officials who do not 
give their required bonds and file them 
with thé proper authorities before entering 
upon the discharge of their official duties 
lay themselves liable to heavy fines. 

The tax collectors are required to give 
bond each in a sum not less than 38 1-3 
per cent above the amount of taxes to be 
collected during the year, and the comp- 
troller assesses the bonds and forwards 
them to the different officers. 

The ordinary of each county then re- 
quires them to file an additional bond for 
the faithful performance of their duties 
toward the county. The bonds furnished 
by the comptroller must be signed by the 
securities in the presence of the ordinary, 


.and he affixes his official certificate as to 


the solvency of the bondsmen and then 
the bonds must be forwarded to the gov- 
ernor and by him examined, and if ap- 
proved’ they are sent to the comptroller 
general to be filed. 

It is frequently the case that the bonds 
are. defectively drawn .and improperly ex- 
ecuted, and in such cases they are re- 
turned to the officials furnishing them to 
be corrected. For that reason the comp- 
troller requires that the honds must be filed 
before the officers can legally enter upon 
the discharge of his official duties before 
filing his bond the law provides 
that he shall be subject to a fine not less 
than $500. , 

Further than that such an offending offi- 
cer shall be considered as having been 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punishable 
by the state courts. 

It is supposed that in the cases of the 
tax collectors of Floyd, Jefferson and Up- 
son and the tax receivers of Douglas, Lau- 
rens and Upson, that there has been some 
oversight and that the bonds have not 
been forwarded by the county officials. 

Should it transpire, however, that in 
any of the cases the officials .ave neglect- 
ed, or have been unable, to make proper 
bonds, the officers may be declared as void 
by the governor, and those of the present 
officials who have done’ any official acts 
will be placed in a very unenviable position 
under the laws of the state.

ds Jonah’s Experience. 
From Correspondent of The N. Y. Sun. 

Despite modern scientifie researches and 
learned treatises of eminent divines, who 
have sought éagerly to prove to the world 
the unreasonableness of the assertion that 
a whale can. swallow @ man, I desire to 
say, without fear of reasonable econtradic- 
tion, that from practical personal knowl- 
edge on the subject, I know they are all 
wrong. 

Thirty years ago I sailed from New Bed- 
ford, Mass., on a whale ship for a forty- 
four months’ cruise in the South seas with 
the veteran whaleman, Captain Elisha 
Babcock, who is well known to the whal- 
ing fraternity. We had a very successful 


voyage up to the time I left_the expedition, 


twenty-seven months afterwards, off the 
coast of Borneo. Now, a whale is the big- 
gest of all God's living creatures on sea or 
land, and what we call @ sperm whale is 
the smallest of whales, -varying in. Jengt 
from 50 to 130 feet, and large in propoftion, 
making from 40 to 140 barrels of oil. 

One beautiful day in August, 1866, on the 
Western ocean, 4 whale was sighted by. a 
man at the masthead, who sang out: 

“Ah, she blows!” 

Those words had the effect of an electric 
shock. Every man in the ship from stem 
‘to stern was up and doing in an instant. 
Présently the captain shouted back: 

“Where away!” 

‘‘About three points on the lee bow, sir.” 

“How far off?” 

‘“‘About three miles, sir.” 
captain to the crew: 

“Back your main yards.” “Lower boats 
and away,” was the next order. Our ship 
carried four boats, each manned by a crew 
of five men and an officer. The boat in 
which L was reached the whale first. When 
we got to him he was asleep. It was the 
most dangerous time-to strike him, because 
nobody can tell what move a whale sud- 
denly aroused will make first. He was the 
largest sperm I think I*‘ever saw, and 
probably was gdéod for MO, barrels of oil. 

That is a vast amount to get from a 
sperm whale, although from a bowhead 
whale one sometimes gets 230  barreis. 
When we struck this fellow he raised his

tail, and made the water seethe and boil 


@ moment or two; then he went down. Be- 
ing fast to him with two trons, we played 
out the line very quickly to keep from go- 
ing down with him. Presently the line 
grew slack, which means that he had 
stopped sgorhewhere just. beneath us. But 
the water was so thick. with his blood that 
we were unable to see ‘how far down he 
was. We knew he Was near! but how near 
‘we could not tell fust then. While we were 
eagerty ‘looking’ over» the sides af the. boat, 
quick’ as a flash. hs struck the 
bottom of the boat, and we went flying. 
When I recovered my senses I was about 
fifteen feet below. looking for fresh air. 
When I reached the top what should I meet 
bat the whale, just as be.was raising his 
tremendous tail high above my head. I 
darted to one side. Down came the tall 
with an awful splash. If I had been under 
it I should have been smashed to smither- 
eens. As I was making desperate efforts to 
get away from the whale who should come 
up right alongside me but the harpooner. 
He could not swim. A few strokes away 
there was a buoy. I secured it, dragged 
it to him, and just’as*he was about to give 
up in despair He grasped it,and was saved. 
‘Then’ we both chung, to, the, buey. and took 
in the situation. The bow oarsman was 
thrown over about twenty rods. 
The tub oarsman, stroke oarsman, 
and the second ‘mate were thrown 
in different directions. ~I, being mid- 
ship oarsman, has been picked up, as a 
pancake, and flopped .over and shoved 
down. While the harpooner and I hung 


to the buoy we were kept busy kicking “ 


away sharks, pushing them first one way 
then another. Not sharks of the kind one 
sees around the Bays and rivers, but big 
fellows; from‘ fifteet® 46 ‘twenty-five feet 
long—-the kind that can.divide a fellow at 
one. nip. ae

fast.to the whale. He pa us like a shot, 
reaching out his hands,and shquting: ‘‘Bill!

Presently the 
whale went down, the pfece of board went 
with him and the stroke oarsman was left 
at ‘the mercy of the waves a good distance 
away. Meanwhlie the other three boats 
were coming up, and, just as he had ex- 
hausted himself struggling to keep on top, 
the third mate’s boat reached him. He was 
rescued and then the rest of us were pick- 
ed up. 

All this happened within ten minutes. 
Nothing remained of our small boat. The 
i00-fathoms of line were’ gone, as were also 
the lances, harpoons and the two buoys. 
One of the other boats; however, put for 
the whale and eaptured:him,. . 

Now, when I was clinging to that buoy 
the Bible story of Jonah and the whale 
came forcibly to my mimd, and I wondered 
if I was doomed to go through Jonah’s ex- 
perience. When the whale was lying at the 
ship’s side and we were cutting him in I 
told the boys of these feelings. They urged 
me to go through the whaile’s throat, and 
I resolved to do so whem his head came on 
deck to demonstrate the-possibility of Jo- 
mah’s experience. I did not then believe in 
the Bible, but I verified’ the whale story, 
for when the head was on the deck I went 
through ‘the throat as easily as I had 
crawled ‘through ‘bars when a boy. 

The head, containing the .speymaceti oil, 
is always cut from the trunk and; hauled 
in whole. Of course, the whale’s. jaws.eome 
with it, and they measured often from 
eight to twelve feet. When we killed other 
whales, from time to time, some of the 
men lifted up the lower jaw, while the rest, 
one after another, would crawl through the 
throat, not down where Jonah went. but 
to the deck. This I have done more times 
than I have fingers and toes. It should be 
remembered that in each case we crawled 
through the throat of @’dead whale. 
when dead, a whale had a throat to admit 
me, then weighing 170 pounds, what would 
be the possibility of a live, mad and bun- 
gray whale? Although a sperm whale is 
large, the bowhead whale’is much larger, 
with a throat not only ,eapable of swal- 
lowing a well-built man, but, In my judg- 
ment, a good-sized horsé or cow. Thus it 
can readily be understood how and why 
I am so emphatic in my femarks at the 
beginning of this article. I would further 
Say that all the stories and learned opin-

THAT NEW WHEEL TRACK. 
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Governor Atkinson Issued the Order 
Commuting the Sentence 
This Morning. 


TO HAVE HANGED FRIDAY 


The sentence of Sam Grant has been 
commuted from hanging to imprisonment 
for life. 

Governor Atkinson issued an order to that 
effect this morning. 

Grant had a close call for his life, and it 
was only through the mediation of Judge 
Fish that he escaped the gallows. 

Governor Atkinson is not a man to In- 
terfere with the due process of the law 
without good and sufficient reasons. 

So long as the appeals for clemency seem- 
ed to grow out of sympathy alone on the 
part of his interceders’ there,was little hope 
for Sam Grant. 

But when Judge Fish, before whom the 
case was heard, and who has since been 
elevated to the dignity of a seat on the 
supreme bench, wrote to the governor that 
he had not accorded the man all his rights 
under the law, that put a different light on 
the question. 

Coupled with the recommendation of 
Judge Fish was the approval of ex-Solici- 
tor General Dupree and his associate, Colo- 
nel L. J. Blalock, who assisted in the pros- 
ecution, and to the indorsement of those 
three, Sam Grant owes his life more than 
to all other influences combined. 

In issuing the order, Governor Atkinson 
stated that Judge Fish, Colonels Dupree 
and Blalock and a number of other promi- 
nent people and public. officials. had plead- 
ed for clemency and that the facts had 
been brought to’ his attention that the 
negro had ‘previously borne a good reputa- 
tion, and that the man that he killed was 
a desperate character, and that there had 
been no grudge or ill-feeling existing be- 
tween the two men prior tothe killing, 

For those reasons he directed the officials 
of Sumter county to turn Grant over to the 
penitentiary authorities, instead of execut- 
ing the sentence of the court upon him, 
on Friday, March Sth, as before stated. _

DEAD MAN APPEARS. 


Rome, Ga., February 27. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 
One of the most peculiar cases ever 
brought in Floyd county is now pending in 
the city court. 

In the latter seventies Mr. J. RB. Camp, 
a citizen of thts. county, disappeared. For 
years there was no trace of him and his 
family mourned him as dead. 

In 1887, about ten years after his disap- 
pearance, his children heard that a small 
sum of money, nearly $200, was in the 
hands of the ordinary of Franklin county, 
which old Mr. Camp had inherited from 
his father’s estate, and which had been 
unclaimed in the ordinary’s office for sev- 
éral years. 

Thereupon the children employed a firm 
of Rome lawyers to look after the matter 
and collect the money. The lawyers had 
an administrator appointed, who collected 
the money from the Franklin county offi- 
cial and then turned it over to the attor- 
neys for the heirs, who, in turn, delivered 
it to the childdren, who were of age, af- 
ter deducting a small fee for their services 
and the cost of the administration. 

Here the matter rested until 1893, when 
Mr. J. B. Camp, the supposed dead man, 
appeared in propria persona, and, although 
judicially adjydged dead and his estate ad- 
ministered on, was nevertiieless alive in 
fact, and dematided from the administrator 
and the attorneys the amount collected by 
them. As the children, with whom Mr. 
Camp was and is still living, had received 
this money, and it was at their instance 
that the money was collected*and adminig 
tration had, the administrator and the at- 
torneys declined to pay the same, and suit 
was thereupon brought in the city court. 

The case will be tried at the March term 
of the court and the résult will settle some 
delicate legal principles.

A New Order of Women 


A new order of women has been orga- 
nized in Atlanta, but it is not an order of 
new women. That fact is emphasized in 
the beginning, for they call themselves the 
“Order of Old-Fashioned Women.” 

This club, which is composed of eight 
of the young married women of the city, 
has only recently branched out into the 
new field which it now proposes to occupy. 
Originally It was merely a gathering of 
these young women who had been personal 
friends since girlhood, without any formali- 
ty of rules or regulations. 

‘At these informal gatherifigs once a week 
they chatted pleasantly, sewed industri- 
ously on garments for the poor and after- 
wards enjoyed luncheoyg together.. The so- 
cial side was very delightful and they ac- 
complished a great deal of work.

The other chapters, as they are organized, 
will do whatever charitable work that 
seems to them to be most needed. They will 
meet once a week and sew for the poor, 
making simple garments of checked ging- 
ham print, etc., that any woman, no mat- 
ter how inexperienced with the needle, can 
manage.

HIS NAME HISTORIC, 


Gouverneur Morris, a Descendant of 
Washington’s Friend, Passes Away. 


From The New York Sun. 

Gouverneur Morris, lineal descendant of 
the statesman and patriot of continental 
times, head of the direct line of Morrises 
of Morrisania, clubman, society man, wri- 
ter, critic, traveler, hunter and raconteur, 
is dead. 

He was taken to the New York hospi- 
tal Sunday morning from his bachelor 
apartments in West Twenty-seventh street, 
delirious from fever, brought on from pneu- 
monia, and, despite the efferts of half a 
dozen physicians, death ensued at 6:30 
o‘eclock yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Morris; who is Hving in Paris with 
her daughter, and Gouverneur Morris, Jr., 
the son, who is an undergraduate at Yale, 
have been notified by cable and telegraph, 
and the funeral arrangements will wait 
upon their replies. 

Mr. Morris was fifty-three years old, and 
though he no longer possessed the great es- 
tates which were for a century the heri- 


tage of his houge, he was one of the best , 


known and most popular men in New 
Bork. 

it was not known, even to his intimates, 
that Mr. Morris was ill until last Sunday 
evening, when a note, written by Mr. Mor- 
ris kimaself, cancelling a dinner engagement, 
@ave sudden indisposition as the cause of 
his absence. The note was addressed to 
Mr. Harold Vynne, a friend and business 
associate, 

Mr. Vynne at once went to the bachelor 
apartments where Mr. Morris lived. He 
found Mr. Morris very ilk, and he and 
Colonel W. D. Mann, another intimate 
friend, summoned D. J. P. Tuthill, of No. 
35 West Thirty-fifth street. Dr. Tuthill re- 
ported that Mr. Morris was suffering from 
acute pneumonia, and gave it as his opin- 
ion that he could not live forty-eight hours,

“Should Hawali Be Annexed””’ is the title 
of an article in the February Arena, the 
writer of which believes that the question 
of annexing the Hawalian islands will be 
one of the earliest considered by President 
McKinley. A notion thought to prevail 
that the idea of annexation originated at 
the time of the overthrow of the Hawaiian 
monarchy is said to be entirely mistaken, 
and in proof a letter of Secretary Seward's, 
written in 1867, is quoted, as well as the 
dying words of Kamechameha V: “What is 
to become of my poor country? Queen Em- 
ma I do not trust, Lunalilo ts a drunkard 
and Kalakaua is a fool.”’ 

It is stated that the islands must belong 
either to England, America or Japan. The 
Hawalian people are strongly disinclined to 
alliance with Japan, while many of the 
English residents argue in favor of Amer- 
ica. The American is found to be pre- 
ponderant in things Hawaiian. He is

It all grows out. of what is said to be 
a discrimination in the return of taxes, 
and the tax assessor’s action in raising the 
assessment. 

All of the big merchants are kicking, 
and it is likely that a’ conference will be 
held and a plan for some concerted action 
formulated. 

The tax assessors are keeping mum .on 
the subject except to say that they are do- 
ing their duty as’ city’ officidls; but the 
merchants are sending up-a howl. 

They 4ll claim they are’ making their re- 
turns on an equitable basis and that an 
increase in unjust. 

It is said that Mr. J. E. McClelland, of 
the firm of J. M. High & Co., started the 
ball rolling in making a kick on other 
merchants whose stocks were claimed to 
be assessed very low. 

MR. M’CLELLAND TALKS. 

Mr. McClelland was seen by an Evening 
Constitution reporter this morning in re- 
gatfd to the action of the tax assessors re- 
quiring that the dry goods merchants give 
in their stocks at inéreased values, and 
said that he could’ ‘only speak for’ J. M.’ 
High & Co., individually. He believes that 
the increase asked of them was unjust, for 
the reason that they have always given in 
tax on their personal property in excess 
of the amount he honestly believes that 
it would bring at a forced sale. He be- 
lieves the cause of this asked increase is 
based upon some merchants giving in their 
taxes at considerably less than they should; 
that the tax books will show that some of 
the merchants have been discriminating 


against the city, And that while his firm . 


concéded to tlie wishes of the tax asses* 
sors in advancing their taxes about 2 
per cent they did so “ecause there was no 
appeal from the assessors’ decision. 

“It was our first intention,” continued 
Mr. McClelland, “arid so stated to the tax 
assessors, that the Increased amount was 
given in under protest, but upon being ad- 
vised that we had no appeal from their 
decision, we withdrew this protest and left 
the matter wholly fn the hands of the as- 
sessors. We believe them to be fair-mind- 
ed and honest men, and apparently,are de- 
sirous of equalizing the taxes. J. M. High 
& Co. desire nothing but equal treatment. 
If the other mefchants in Atlanta are 
forced to give in at the same pro rata as 
per value of thet stock as J. M. High & 
Co. have been required to do, 
taxes will be incréased “many thousand 
dollars. We therefore think that instead 
of raising our taxés, that the taxes of 
those who have been discriminating against 
the“city should first be raised. We submit 
to the action of the tax assessors as grace- 
fully as is possible under the circura- 
stances.”’ 

M:. RICH: & BROS. 

Mr. Dan Rich, of the firm of M. Rich & 
Bros., gives his opinion on the increased 
assessment, and says: 

“The merchants are bled to death now by 
taxation, and any inerease will be un- 
just.

this is the only equitable basis upon which 
a stock cen be assessed. We may hold a 
conference with the other merchants in 
regard to the inérease and some plan of 
protest agreed upon.’’

“When we made our return of taxes we 
were notified by the assessors that the 
amount was not enough. They went so far 
as to tell us that the city would save a 
two-cent stamp if we took our netice 
along with us. After a long argument we 
agreed to the increased assessment as there 
is no appeal.’’ 
CHAMBERLIN-JOHNSON-DU BOSE CO. 

Mr. ‘Chamberlin, of the Chamberlin-John- 
son-Dubose Company, says: 

“We have always returned our taxes at 
what we thovght could be realized if we 
had to close out at force sale. I have not 
given them in yet, but when we do we will 
insist that they be accepted. Our house 
has always given in what it thought was 
honest.”

SERVED TEN YEARS IN PEN 


“He Was Released Only Six Days Ago 
and Was on His Way Home—He Cap- 
tured a Lonesome Bicyele and Push- 
ed It to\Atlanta—He Is Now Behind 
the Prison Bars Again. 


A. bicyclist has just finished a most re- 
markable trip“from Conyers to Atlanta. It 
Was remarkable from the fact that he push- 
ed the bicycle all the way, the bicycle did 


not belong to him and when he reached 
he city he landed in the police station. 

This bicyclist is a remarkable individual 
anyway. He was dismissed from the state 
penitentiary only six days ago, after serv- 
ing a sentence of ten years for burglary. He 
fs a tall, seary looking white man, with a 
wild light in a pair of water-blue eyes. 

After leaving the penitentiary he walked 
through the country toward his former 
home, in Harris county. He said he wanted 
to get the benefit of the free air which he 
had so many years been deprived of. Pass- 
ing through Conyers he spied a fine bicy- 
cle, the owner of which was not in sight, 
and the ex-convict thought a ride would be 
an improvement on a walk of thirty miles, 
and he captured the lonesome wheel. 

But he soon ascertained he couldn’t ride 
it, and so he rolled it all the way to At- 
lanta. Upon reaching: the city he hid the 
wheel in a wagon yard, where it was dis- 
covered and the temporary owner arrested. 
At the police station he gave three names— 
all he remembered. at the time. These 
were: James Anderson, Joseph Evans and 
Joseph Hammett. The latter, he says, 1s 
his real and lawful cognomen. 

Wher quéstionéd by a representative of 
The Evening Constitution he said: “I am 
an unlucky dog.

DELINQUENT TAX OFFIGIALS 


THE SHERIFF WILL NOT ALLOW THE 
PRISONERS LETTERS OPENED. 


He Says the Jailers' Have No Right 
To Open the Letters of the Jail 
Inmates and He Orders It 
Stopped. 


There is likely to be a row in camp 
unless the tax collectors and tax receivers 
who have not filed their bonds with the 
comptroller general can make some show- 
ing satisfactory to the.-state department 
why they have not done so. 

There is a penalty attached to such ir- 
regularities and those officials who do not 
give their required bonds and file them 
with the proper authorities before entering 
upon the discharge of their official duties 
‘lay themselves liable to heavy fines. 

The tax collectors are required to give 
bond each in a sum not less than 33 1-3 
per cent above the amount of taxes to be 
collected during the year, and the comp- 
troller assesses the bonds and forwards 
them to the different. officers. 

The ordinary of each county then re- 
quires them to file an additional bond for 
the faithful performance of their duties 
toward the county. The bonds furnished 
by the comptroller must. be signed by the 
securities in the presence-of the ordinary, 
and he affixes his official certificate as to 
the solvency of the bondsmen and then 
the bonds must be forwarded ‘to the goy- 
ernor and by him examined, and if ap- 
proved they are sent to the comptroller 
general to be filed. 

It is frequently the case that the bonds 
are defectively drawn and improperly ex- 
ecuted, and in. such cases they are re- 
‘turned to the officials furnishing them to 
be corrected. For that reason the comp- 
troller requires that the bonds must be filed 
tefore the officers can legally enter upon 
the discharge of his official duties before 
filing his bond the law provides 
that he shall be subject to a fine not less 
than $500. 

Further than that such an offending offi- 
cer shall be considered as having been 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punishable 
by the state courts. 

It is supposed that in the cases of the 
tax collectors of Floyd, Jefferson and Up- 
son and the tax recéivers of Douglas, Lau- 
refs and Upson, that there has been some 
oversight and that the bonds have not 
been forwarded by the county officials. 

Should it transpire, however, that in 
any of the cases the officials ave negiect- 
ed, or have beer unable, to make proper 
bonds, the officers may be declared as void 


by the governor, and those of the present 
officials who have done any official acts 


will be placed in a very unenviable position 
under the laws of the state.

Judge Fish Asked fer His Commuta- 
tion and the Presecuting At- 


* 
terneys Concurred, 


HE WILL SERVE A LIFE SENTENCE 


The People of Sumter County Were 


Almest Unanimous in Favor of 


Granting Clemency to the Condemn- 
ed Man and the Governor Came to 


the Same Conclusion. 


The sentence of Sam Grant has been 
commuted from hanging to imprisonment 
for life. 

Governor Atkinson issued an order to that 
effect this morning. 

Grant had a close call for his life, and ft 
was only through the mediation of Judge 
Fish that he escaped the gallows. 

Governor Atkinson is not a man to in- 
terfere with the due process of the law 
without good and sufficient reasons. 

So long as the appeals for clemency seem- 


ed to grow out of sympathy alone on the 


part of his interceders there was little hope 
for Sam Grant. 

But when Judge Fish, before whom the 
case was heard, and who has since been 
elevated to tha dignity of a seat on the 
supreme bench, wrote to the governor that 
he had not accorded the man all his rights 
under the law, that put a different light on 
the question. 

Coupled : with the recommendation of 
Judge Fish was the approval of ex-Solici- 
tor General Dupree and his associate, Colo- 
nel L. J: Blalock, who assisted in the pros- 
ecution, and to the indorsemént of those 
three, Sam Grant owes his life more than 
to all other influences combined. 

In issuing the order, Governor Atkinson 
stated that Judge Fish, Colonels Dupree 
and Blalock and a number of other promi- 
nent people and public officials had plead- 
ed for clemency and-that the facts had 
been brought to his attention that the 
negro tad previously borne a good reputa- 
tion, and that the man that he killed was 
a desperate character, and that there had 
been no grudge or ill-feeling existing. be- 
tween the two men prior to the killing. 

For those reasons he directed the officials 
of Sumter county to turn Grant over to the 
penitentiary authorities, Instead of execut- 
ing the sentence of the court upon him, 
on Friday, March 5th, .as before stated.

Flanagan was opened by one of the jaitlers. 
It got to Sheriff Nelms and he was very 
much astonished to learn of the custom 
of the officials. 

He tmmediately resolved that such a 
thing as this would occur no more during 
his term of office and notified the jailers 
to that effect. 

The sheriff thinks that the jailers have 
no more right to open the private letters of 
the prisoners than those of anybody else. 

For a long time the jailers have been ac- 
customed to.intercepting the mail of the 
unfortunates. 

He said in reference to this matter: 

“I knew nothing whatever of such a 
thing, or I would have stopped it long 
ago. 

“I will see that nothing of the kind hap- 
pens again. Those failers have no more 
right to intercept the mail of those pris- 
oners than anyone else’s mail. 

“Of course it is not right for the jailers 
to open and read these letters, but at the 
same time some way will be found to see 
that nothing is conveyed to the prisoners 
which could in any way give the officials 
trouble.”’ 

The plan which is more than likely to 
take the place of the old way will probably 
be to make the prisoners open their mail jn 
the presence of an official. 

Hereafter the jail birds may rest in quie- 
tude and riot be worried about their mail, 
for the letters Will hereafter be given 
them just as they come. 


DEAD MAN APPEARS. 


- Rome, Ga., February 27. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

One of the most peculiar cases ever 
brought in Floyd county is now pending in 
the city court. 

In the latter seventies Mr. J. B. Camp, 
a citizen of this county, disappeared. For 
years there was no trace of him and his 
family mourned him as dead. 

In 1887, about ten years after his disap- 
pearance, his children heard that a small 
sum of money, nearly $200, was in the 
hands of the ordinary of Franklin county,

Here the matter rested until 13993, when 
Mr. J. B. Camp, the supposed dead man, 
appeared in propria persona, and, although 
judicially adjydged dead and his estate ad- 
ministered on, was nevertheless alive in 
fact, and demanded from the administrator

STYLES IN STATIONERY, 


Some of the Latest Fads and Fashions 
in Paper. 


As each new season opens and new fash- 
fons for all social functions declare them- 
selves for the coming year there is an 
attempt made by dealers in what are called 
“articles du luxe” to force upon the pub- 
lic certain changes in the various lines of 
goods in which they deal, says The New 
York Herald. This is very noticeable in 
the stationer’s trade, and from time toa 
time changes are made in the shapes and 
sizes of fine correspondence paper and en- 
velopes and in engraving invitations and 
visiting cards. 

There is no fixed code of social ctiquette 
in this country, unfortunately, so that a 
certain degree of license is permissible in 
the taste of individuals in these matters, 
but just why the stationer should be the 
one to introduce new modes it is hard to 
discover. 

Yet such seems to be the case here in 
New York. and a well-known house has 
within a year succeeded in bringing about 
two rather radical changes in the shape, 
size and engraving of formal .invitations 
to weddings, at homes, etc., and in the 
script used in the visiting cards of both 
men and women. 

During the present season we have scen 
these invitations engraved upon . short, 
square sheets of paper, the matter squeez- 
ed up into close lines, the whole inclosed in 
envelopes that conveyed the impression at 
first sight that our tradespeople had sud- 
denly begun to use very fine paper for their 
advertisements and bills. 

Visiting cards, too, have taken on strange 


faces, and in the varied sizes of the shaded } 


black letters in which they are printed 
cne sees what looks much like a dentist's 
appointment card. 

Why cannot people stick to simple, old- 
fashion ways as to stationery and engrav- 
ing? It seems almost as strange for a 
man or woman to change his or her card 
plate as to adopt a new handwriting or 


signature, 

The fashions for stamping letter and note 
paper have always been subject to more or 
less change, and these seem to be less ob- 
jectionable. New and pretty designs for 
monogram or address dies appear in Lon- 
don and Paris from time to time and are 
promptly brought to New York and copied 
or adapted to tastes and wishes of people 
here. The French are dainty designers, 
and during the last year or two the tily 
interlaced letters surrounded by either a 
Gouble circle or a little Louis XY frame, 
nave been much used. 

For London address dies are larger and 
sunk deeper than those made here, and 
the use of white print on gray or dark- 
blue paper, the letters standing boldly out, 
has been much admired. 

This effect is not so easily produced by 
the dies cut in New York, for the method 
of cutting in this country differs entirely 
from that @mployed dabroad. In America 


the dies are cut in steel with knives, while 


in England and France the letters ure 
Stamped ifto the steel blocks by a very 
powerful letter stamp, thus cutting deeper 
and sharper, so that when the paper is 
Stamped up in color the letters stand out 
mvure boldly. 

Many coats of arms and crests are il- 
luminated in two or more colors, and, al- 
though beautiful specimens of work, they 
are very showy and nvt alWays in good 


} taste.

It is not 
eo long ago that many people bought only 
imported papers, and England was sup- 
posed to bear off the palm of excellence 
in this article of manufacture.

ON STEAM VESSELS. 


SAILS 


A Great Mistake To Abandon Canvas 
Entirely. 


From The Philadelphia Record. 

The substitution of steam power for sails 
in the propulsion of vessels has resulted tn 
the entire neglect of sail power as an ad- 
junct to steam power, Carl C. Vogt, a 
Danish marine engineer, has given some 
attention to the study of ealils. He states 
the proposition that “it is a mistake to 
bulld fast steam*rs without properly con- 
structed sails. the greatest mistake of ail 
being to build sailing vessels with auxil- 
lary steam power only intended for use 
in calm weather, because it is just when 
‘there is wind that the steam propulsion 
gives the greatest advantage in connection 
with sail power.’’ The force of his argu- 
ments has obtained for him the recogni- 
tion and assistance of the Danish admiral- 
ty, and permission was granted him to 
make experiments on the frigate Fyer, a 
vessel of 2,740 tons displacement, having 
about 20,000 square feet of sail area, and 
2,400 indicated horse-power of steam. In 
certain tests made with this vessel it was 
found on one occasion that when steam 
alone was used the rate of advance was a 
little more than five knots, right in the 
face of a strong top sail breeze of thirty- 
two feet per second, with a corresponding 
sea. Her horse-power at the time would 
have given her a speed of 8.5 knots in calm 
weather. Upon turning the ship five and 
a half points off from the wind her speed 
rose to 8 knots, without any increase of 
steam power. When gaff and stay-sailis, 
having a total area of 6,000 square feet, 
were put on, the speed rose to nearly ten 
knots. Comparing. this with the horse- 
power of steam used in the experiment, 
540 horse-power, the power of the § sails 


working in conjunction with the steam is 


computed to be 32) horse-power. But, 
When the steam power co-operated with 
dropped to two and a half knots, which 
corresponds to only thirty horse-power. 
The difference between the power devel- 
oped with salls alone and that developed 
by sails working in cofifinction with 
stam was inferred from this to be more 
than 300-horse power. This fact is account- 
ed for by Mr. Vogt somewhat as follows: 
When the sails only were used the vessel 
made a great deal of leeway, her sail area 
being insufficient to propel her at such a

At the police station he gave three names— 
all he remembered. at the time. These 
were: James Anderson, Joseph Evans and 
Joseph Hammett. The latter, he says, 1s 
his real and lawful cognomen.

Just to think of getting 
behind the bars in six days after I have 
just served a sentence of ten Weary years 
in the pen. I gave a negro a pistol for 
that wheel.

DELINQUENT TAX OFFIGIALS 


THE SHERIFF WILL NOT ALLOW THE 
PRISONERS LETTERS OPENED. 


He Says the Jailers Have No Right 
To Open the Letters of the Jail 
Inmates and He Orders It 
Stopped. 


There is likely to be a row in camp 
unless the tax collectors and tax receivers 
who have not filed their bonds with the 
comptroller general can make some show- 
ing satisfactory to the.state department 
why they have not done so. 

There is a penalty attached to such ir- 
regularities and those officials who do not 
give their required bonds and file them 
with the proper authorities before entering 
upon the discharge of their official duties 
lay themselves liable to heavy fines. 

The tax collectors are required to give 
bond each in a sum not less than 38 1-3 


per cent above the amount of taxes to be 
collected during the year, and the comp- 
troller assesses the bonds and forwards 
them to the different. officers. 

The ordinary of each county then re- 
quires them to file an additional bond for 
the faithful perfermance of their duties 
toward the county. The bonds furnished 
by the comptroller must. be signed by the 
securities in the presence-of the ordinary, 
and he affixes his official certificate as to 
the solvency of the bondsmen and then 
the bonds must be forwarded to the goy- 
ernor and by him examined, and if ap- 
proved they are sent to the comptroller 
general to be filed. 

It is frequently the case that the bonds 
are defectively drawn and improperly ex- 
ecuted, and in. such cases they are re- 
turned to the officials furnishing them to 
be corrected. For that reason the comp- 
troller requires that the bonds must be filed 
before the officers can legally enter upon 
the discharge of his official duties before 
filing his bond the law provides 
that he shall be subject to a fine not less 
than $500. 

Further than that such an offending offi- 
cer shall. be considered as having been 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punishable 
by the state courts.

Governor Atkinson is not a man to in- 
terfere with the due process of the law 
without good and sufficient reasons. 

So long as the appeals for clemency seem- 
ed to grow out of sympathy alone on the 
part of his interceders there was little hope 
for Sam Grant. ; 

But when Judge Fish, before whom the 
case was heard, ahd who has since been 
elevated to tha dignity of a seat on the 
supreme bench, wrote to the governor that 
he had not accorded the man all his rights 
under the law, that put a different light on 
the question. 

Coupled i: with the recommendation of 
Judge Fish was the approval of ex-Solici- 
tor General Dupree and his associate, Colo- 
nel L. J: Blalock, who assisted in the pros- 
ecution, and to the indorsement of those 
three, Sam Grant owes his life more than 
to all other influences combined. 

In issuing the order, Governor Atkinson 
stated that Judge Fish, Colonels Dupree 
and Blalock and a. number of other promi- 
nent people and public officials had plead- 
ed for clemency and-that the facts had 
been brought to his attention that the 
negro had previously borne a good reputa- 
tion, and that the man that he killed was 
a desperate character, and that there had 
been no grudge or ill-feeling existing. be- 
tween the two men prior to the killing. 

For those reasons he directed the officials 
of Sumter county to turn Grant over to the 
penitentiary authorities, instead of execut- 
ing the sentence of the court upon him, 
on Friday, March 5th,.as before stated.

Yesterday a letter directed to Edwin 
Flanagan was opened by one of the jalilers.

The sheriff thinks that the jailers have 
no more right to open the private letters of 
the prisoners than those of anybody else.

He said in reference to this matter: 

“I knew nothing whatever of such a 
thing, or I would have stopped it long 
ago. 

“I will see that nothing of the kind hap- 
pens again. Those failers have no more 
right to intercept the mail of those pris- 
Oners than anyone else’s mail. 

“Of course it is not right for the jailers 
to open and read these letters, but at the 
same time some way will be found to see 
that nothing is conveyed ‘to the prisoners 
which could in any way give the officials 
trouble.’”’ 

The plan which is more than likely to 
take the place of the old way will probably 
be to make the prisoners open their mail in 
the presence of an official. 

Hereafter the jail birds may rest in quie- 
tude and riot be worried about their mail, 
for the letters Will hereafter be given 
them just as they come.

There is a custom at the jail, it seems, ’ 


York Herald. This is very noticeable in 
the stationer’s trade, and from time toa 
time changes are made in the shapes and 
sizes of fine correspondence paper and en- 
velopes and in engraving invitations and 
Visiting cards. 

There is no fixed code of social ctiquette 
in this country, unfortunately, so that a 
certain degree of license is permissible in 
the taste of individuals in these matters, 
but just why the stationer should be the 
one to introduce new modes it is hard to 
discover. 

Yet such seems to be the case here in 
New York. and a well-known house has 
within a year succeeded in bringing about 
two rather radical changes in the shape, 
size and engraving of formal .invitations 
to weddings, at homes, etc., and in the 
script used in the visiting cards of both 
men and women. 

During the present season we have sven 
these invitations engraved upon . short, 
square sheets of paper, the matter squeez- 
ed up into close lines, the whole inclosed in 
envelopes that conveyed the impression at 
first sight that our tradespeople had sud- 
denly begun to use very fine paper for their 
advertisements and bills. 

Visiting cards, too, have taken on strange 
faces, and in the varied sizes of the shaded 
black letters in which they are printed 
cne sees what looks much like a dentist's 
appointment card. 

Why cannot people stick to simple, old- 
fashion ways as to stationery anc engrav- 
ing? It seems almost as strange for a 
man or woman to change his or her vcard 
plate as to adopt a new handwriting or 
signature, 

The fashions for stamping letter and note 
paper have always been subject to more or 
less change, and these seem to be less ob- 
jectionable. New and pretty designs for 
monogram or address dies appear in Lon- 
don and Paris from time to time and are 
promptly brought to New York and copied 
or adapted to tastes and wishes of people 
here. The French are dainty designers, 
and during the last year or two the tty 
interlaced letters surrounded by either a 
Gouble circle or a Little Louis XY frame, 
have been much used. 

For London address dies are larger and 
sunk deeper than those made here, and 
the use of white print on gray or dark- 
blue paper, the letters standing boldly out, 
has been much admired. 

This effect is not so easily produced by 
the dies cut in New York, for the method 
Of cutting in this country differs. entirely 
from that émployed abroad. In America 
the dies are cut in steel with knives, while 
in England and France the letters ure 
Stamped into the steel blocks by a very 
powerful letter stamp, thus cutting deeper 
and sharper, so that when the paper is 
Stamped up in color the letters stand out

Many coats of arms and crests are il- 
luminated in two or more colors, and, al- 
though beautiful specimens of work, they 
are very showy and not alWays in good 


} taste.

imported papers, and England was sup- 
posed to bear off the palm of excellence 
in this article of manufacture. 

Now all that is changed, for in the puri- 
ty of materials used, the fine finish of the 
numberless kinds of paper offered to the 
people for correspondence purposes, the 
tints, cut an finish of paper and envel- 
ores and minner of putting their papers 
up for the retail market, there ts nothing 
left to be derired. 


SAILS ON STEAM VESSELS. 


A Great Mistake To Abandon Canvas

‘there is wind that the steam propulsion 
gives the greatest advantage in connection 
with sail power.”’ The force of his argu- 
ments has obtained for him the recogni- 
tion and assistance of the Danish admiral- 
ty, and permission was granted him to 
make experiments on the frigate Fyer, a

RATHER LONG REIGNS. 


Louis XIV and Alphonso I Hold the “he 
Record So Far.

Tt has been often asserted that long 


reigns are in themselves conducive to the 


consolidation and development of the pow-. 
er and resources of mations. On stich @ e 
point the dry appeal to chronology must be — 
misleading. We are‘on safer ground in ace ~ 
knowledging “that. the majority of excep. * 
tionally long reigns have at least coincided 

with periods of mational prasperity and 4 : 
aggrandizement. On the other hand, rude 
and unsettled times have generally been 
associated with short reigns; but hérein 
cause and effect are too delicately polsed 
to allow the historic balance to be struck 
with a sure hand, 
of Engiand reigned only twenty-seven 
years. altogether. During the Saxon pe 
riod (827-1017), fifteen kings ruled, whose av- 
erage was less than thirteen years, Be- 
tween 843 and 11K the reigns of twenty- — 
four Scottish kings show an average of 
only thirteen yéars. But William the Lion 
ruled over Scotland for forty-nine years 
(1165-1214). He was followed by his son, Al- 
exander II, who reigned thirty-five years, . 
to whom succeeded Alexander Hi, with a 
reign o: thirty-six years. A period of 120 
years was thus covered by the reigns of 
three sovereigns. 

Charlemagne, the great consolidator of 
the French monarchy, ruied for forty-seven 
years, and Louls X for forty-four. Both 
reigns, however, were greatly exceedea vy 
that of Louis XIV, who occupied tne 
throne from 1643 to 1716. This lengthy rcign 
Oo seventy-two years is regarded as the 
most brilliant tm French annals, and the 
cuurt seems to have exercised a kind ol 
fascination over the whole of Europe. “Did 
you think I was immortal?’ asked tue 
King upon his deathbed. A few hours aiter 
the first gentleman of the bedcuamber 
threw open the window and cried, ‘Le roi 
est mort,’’ three times. He then broke his 
wand of office, and, taking a fresh one, e%- 
claimed, “‘Vive le roi!’ 

The ceremony was not to be repeated for 
another fifty-nine years. that being fthe 
length of the reign of Louis AV, Louw 
XIV’s gon and successor. Thus, two.sue- 
cessive monarchs reigned for the extra- 
ordinary long period of 141 years. It is re- 
markable that of forty-four kings of 
France, from the accession of Charlemagne 
in 763, to the death of Louis XIV, in 17%, 
these—the first and last named—were the 
only two who lived for more than seventy

When the McKinley clubs were called 
together a few weeks ago and effected a 
state league of republican clubs, the rumor 
and publications were rife that the negroes 
were frozen out and would not be admitted 
to its membership. Major J. F. Hanson. of 
Macon, was elected president of the league. 
As the plans and purposes of the league 
were being misconstrued the local McKin- 
ley. club invited its president, Major Han- 
son, to make an address here a few Sat- 
urady nights ago, setting forth the policy 
and purpose of the state league of repub- 
lican clubs. His_speech was well received 
by all colored republicans. Major Hanson 
made it plain that the colored republicans 
were not to be frozen out, but that they 
were really netded in the great work of 
building .up; and fostering an aggressive, 
strong republican party in the sthte. He 
declared that any political club of ten or 
more members adhering to the principles 
enunciated in the platform of the league 
of republican clubs is entitled to represen- 
tation in the state conventicn of republi- 
can clubs. Colored republicans should pro- 
ceed at once to organize clubs throughout 
the state. They should not wait until just 
a few weeks before a convention of clubs 
is called and then drum up a few mem- 
bers just to be represented in it.. To have 
the honor of representation is all right, 
provided you have something to represent. 
I believe the state league of republican 
clubs means business, and if we are going 
to unite with them we ought to mean busi- 
ness also. It is not right for delegates to 
tle up state meetings with dilatory mo- 
tions, points of order and bombastic elo- 
quence while representing clubs only 4 
few weeks old. Organize now and have 
stated meetings and work up large recruits 
to the party, men who can vote ballots 
and not tongues. Now ts the time to act.

There is a strong feeling among the lo- 
cal colored and white republicans that the 
incoming administration should revoke to 
some extent the operations of the civil 
service laws. They think that the great 
extension of the civil service laws by Mr. 
Cleveland was a political game, pure and 
simple. Since it is left to the discretion of 
the president of the party in power, and 
since there are two great political parties 
in the country contending for and desirious 
of the spoils of office, the party in power 
first permitted to use its discretion, acts 
unwise in making such a sweeping exten- 
sion of the laws to the sad chagrin of the 
defeated party. Under such a discretion- 
ary law both great parties, or their rep- 
resentatives, should be given an opportuni- 
ty to use discretion. That would be poll- 
tics, and at the same time have some sem- 
blance of fairness. In the meantime, the 
boys are bewildered at the civil service 
crape hanging on the doorknobs of govern- 
ment jobs. 


Bishop H. M. Turner, D. D., LL L. D., of 
this city, a few days ago filed a complaint 
with the state railroad commission that in 
traveling from Savannah to Atlanta over 
the Central railroad he became hungry, as 
any one will in traveling, and when Ma- 
con was reached he offered to buy a lunch 
and a hot cup of coffee at Parker's stand 
in the depot, but was refused. The rail- 
road commission considered Bishop Turn- 
er’s complaint last Tuesday, and while the 
commission did not say that any law had 
been violated, yet it said that the conten- 
tion raised by the bishop was just. The 
commissioners directed that a letter be sent 
to President Comer, of the Central, asking 
him to arrange for a lunch stand for col- 
ored passengers at Macon. Bishop Turn- 
er is deserving of commendation for his 
manly intercession in behalf of hungry 
colored passengers.

The scheme is the enrollment 
of all ex-slaves to be paid a pension by 
the government for the remainder of their 
natural lives. The enrollment fee paid by 
each ex-slave is 25 cents. As Mr. Smith 
Says, the person who is collecting such 
fees a fraud, a common cheat and a swin- 
dler. This matter will come up before the 
Ministers’ Union next Monday morning, 
and each minister will be asked to denounce 
the fraud from his pulpit. It will be time 
enough to enroll ex-slaves when such a 
pension bill is enacted by congress. 


Rev. W. L. Jones, of Beulah church, ad- 
dressed the pupils and teachers of the Gray 
street public school yesterday morning. His 
subject was ‘“‘Earnestness of Purpose and 
Efforts,”” His remarks were well received.

This orig!- 
nal, or mother chapter, has selected a 
room in the Grady hospital which will be 
kept up by it. 

The’ other chapters, as they are organized, 
will do whatever charitable work that 
seems to them to be most needed. They will 
meet once a week and sew for the poor, 
making simple garments of checked ging- 
ham print, etc., that any woman, ho mat- 
ter how inexperienced with the needle, can 


manage.

“HIS NAME HISTORIC. 


Gouverneur Morris, a Descendant of 
Washington’s Friend, Passes Away. 


From The New York Sun. 

Gouverneur Morris, lineal descendant of 
the statesman and patriot of continental 
times, head of the direct line of Morrises 
of Morrisania, clubman, society man, wri- 
ter, critic, traveler, hunter and raconteur, 
is dead. 

He was taken to the New York hospi- 
tal Sunday morning from his. bachelor 
‘apartments in.West Twenty-seventh street, 
délirious from fever, brought on from pneu- 
monia, and, despite the effcrts of half a 
dozen physicia.s, death ensued at 6:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Morris, who is living in Paris with 
her daughter, and Gouverneur Morris, Jr., 
the son, who is an undergraduate at Yale, 
have been notified by cable and telegraph, 
and the funeral arrangements will wait 
upon their replies. 

Mr. Morris was fifty-three years old, and 
‘though he no longer possessed the great es- 
tates which were for a century the heri- 
tage of his house, he was one of the best 
_known and most popular men in New 
-Jork. 

lt was not known, even to his intimates, 
that Mr. Morris was ill until last Sunday 
evening, when a note, written by Mr. Mor- 
ris himself, cancelling a dinner engagement, 
gave sudden indisposition as the cause of 
his absence. The note was addressed to 
Mr. Harold Vynne, a friend and business 
associate. 

Mr. Vynne at once went to the bachclor 
apartments where Mr. Morris lived. He 
found Mr. Morris very ill, and he and 
Colonel W.. D. Mann, another intimate 
friend, summoned D. J. P. Tuthill, of No. 
35 West Thirty-fifth street. Dr. Tuthill re- 
ported that Mr. Morris was suffering from 
acute pneumonia, and gave it as his opin- 
fon that he could not live forty-eight hours. 

Mr. Morris was taken to the New York 
hospital at 6 o’clock Sunday evening, and 
from that time till his death in the morn- 
ing everything that medical science could 
suggest was done. But disease had pro- 
gressed too far befcre medical aid had been 
summoned. 

“It was a terrible shock to us,” said Colo- 
nel Mann, yesterday, “for Mr. Morris. had 
been at the office attending to his duties 
as Ysual up to Saturday afternoon. He 
comiplained of a very severe cold then. Dr. 
Ttthill now says that he must have had 
pneumonia for two or three days before he 
finally took to his bed.”’ 

In his younger days Gouverneur Morris 
was one of the best-known society and 
club men in New York. He came of one

SOMETHING ABOUT HAWAII, 


“Should Hawali Be Annexed?” is the title 
of an article in the February Arena, the 
writer of which believes that the question 
of annexing the Hawaiian islands will be 
one of the earliest considered by President 
McKinley. A notion thought to prevail 
that the idea of annexation originated at 
the time of the overthrow of the Hawalian 
monarchy is said to be entirely mistaken, 
and in proof a letter of Secretary Seward’s, 
written in 1867, is quoted, as well as the 
dying words of Kamechameha V: “What is 
to become of my poor country? Queen Em- 
ma I do not trust, Lunalilo is a drunkard 
and Kalakaua is a fool.” | 

It is stated that the islands must belong 
either to England, America or Japan. The 
Hawaiian people are strongly disinclined to 
alliance with Japan, while many of the 
English residents argue in favor of Amer- 
ica. The American is found to be pre- 
ponderant in things Hawaiian. He is 
“chief tn business and politics; he is in 
the church and school, the counting room, 
on the railroad and steamer, at the dry 
dock and the foundry, at the lumber yard, 
at the mill and at the towboat; he is on 
the wharf when you land, on the street as 
you pass, at the hotel when you register. 
Nothing goes on successfyl without him.” 
The schools of the islands are managed al- 
together on the American system. 

The Hawaiian islands are much more fm- 
portant from a commercial point of view 
than ig generally supposed. Two large 
steamship companies with a fleet of fifteen 
or twenty steainships each are engaged in 
inter-island commerce and do a profitable 
business of over $1,000,000 a year, one of 
them paying dividends of 12 per cent per an- 
num. There are three railroads and many 
exceedingly rich plantations of sugar, cof- 
fee, rice and tropical fruits. Eight of the 
islands are inhabited and they comprise an 
area of about 6,700 square miles. Not more

Merchants Are Causing a Row Be- 
cause Tax Assessors Have As- 
sessed Stock Highly. 


WILL TAKE UNITED ACTION 


The Big Pry Goods Firms Have Been 
Giving in Taxes Less Than the 
Stcek Value. 


NOW RAISE THE LIMIT

ASSESSORS 


The Merchants Contend That They 


Give in the Stock at What It Would 
Bring at Forced Sale, and That 
Basis Is the Only Just One—The Mer- 


chants Talk Out. 


A clash is imminent between the city 
tax astessors and the big dry goods mer- 
chants on Whitehall street. 

It all grows out of what is said to be 
a discrimination in the return of taxes, 
and the tax assessor’s action in raising the 
ussessment. 

All of the big merchants are kicking, 
and it is likely that a conference will be 
held and a plan for some concerted action 
formulated. 

The tax assessors are keeping mum on 
the subject except to say that they are do- 
ing their duty as city officials, but the 
merchants are sending up a howl. 

They all claim they are making their re- 
turns on an equitable basis and that an 
increase in unjust. 

It is said that Mr. J. E. McClelland, of 
the firm of J. M. High & Co., started the 
ball rolling in making a kick on other 
merchants whose stocks were claimed to 
be assessed very low. 

MR. M’CLELLAND TALKS. 

Mr. McClelland was seen by an Evening 
Corstitution reporter this morning in re- 
gard to the action of the tax assessors re- 
quiring that the dry goods merchants give 
in their stocks at increased values, and 
said that he could only speak for J. M. 
High & Co., individually. He believes that 
the increase asked of them was unjust, for 
the reason that they have always given in 
tax on their personal property in excess 
of the amount he honestly believes that 
it would bring at a forced sale. He be- 
lieves the cause of this asked increase is 
based upon some merchants giving in their 
taxes at considerably less than they should; 
that the tax books will show that some of 
the merchants have been discriminating 
against the city, and that while his firm 
conceded to the wishes of the tax asses- 
sors in advancing their taxes about 2 
per cent they did so because there was no 
appeal from the assessors’ decision. 

“It was our first intention,’’ continued 
Mr. McClelland,.‘‘and so stated to the tax 
assessors, that the increased amount was 
given in under protest, but upon being ad- 
vised that we had no appeal from their 
decision, we withdrew this protest and left 
the matter wholly in the hands of the as- 
sessors. We believe them to be fair-mind- 
ed and honest men, and apparently are de- 
sirous of equalizing the taxes. J. M. High 
& Co. desire nothing but equal treatment. 
If the other merchants in Atlanta are 
forcéd to give in at the same pro rata as 
per value of their stock as J. M. High & 
Co. ‘have been required to do, the city’s 
taxes will be increased many thousand 
dollars. We therefore think that Instead 
of raising our’ taxes, that the taxes of 
those who have been discriminating against 
the-city should first be raised. We submit 
to the action of the tax assessors as grace- 
fully as is possible under the circum- 
stances.”’ 

M. RICH & BROS. 

Mr. Dan Rich, of the firm of M. Rich & 
Bros., gives his opinion on the increased 
assessment, and says: 

‘‘The merchants are bled to death now by 
taxation, and any increase will be un- 
just. We always give in our taxes under 
oath at a figure that the stock would bring 
if thrown on the market at force sale, and 
this is the only equitable basis upon which 
a stock cen be assessed. We may hold a 
conference with the other merchants in 
regard to the increase and some plan of 
protest agreed upon.” 

KEELY COMPANY. 

Mr. John Morris, of the Keely Company, 
says: 

“When we made our return of taxes we 
were notified by the assessors that the 
amount was not enough. They went so far 
as to tell us that the city would save a 
two-cent stamp if we took our notice 
along with us. After a long argument we 
agreed to the increased assessment as there 
is no appeal.”’ 
CHAMBERLIN-JOHNSON-DU BOSE CO. 

Mr. Chamberlin, of the Chamberlin-John- 
son-Dubose Company, says: 

“We have always returned our taxes at 
what we tho.ght could be realized if we 
had to close out at force sale. I have not 
given them in yet, but when we do we will 
insist that they be accepted. Our house 
has always given in what it thought was 
honest.”

Judge Lynch Today. 


Gainesville, Ga., February 27. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The Evening Constitution correspondent 
this morning visited Grady Reynolds, who 
is in jail at this place charged with the 
murder of M. C. Hunt. His crime is one 
of the most horrible, in all its details, ever 
committed in this section. 

The alleged niurderer is a heavy-set, 
swarthy man some thirty-five years of age. 
He is cool and collected and has exhibited 
marvelous nerve from the very beginning 
of the awful plot which he conceived. 

To your correspondent he gave the fol- 
lowing statement in direct confession of 
his guilt: 

“Bud Brooks and myself planned the 
whole murder and robbery a month ago. 
Brooks was raised in South Carolina near 
the former home of Hunt; he is a relative 
of my mother. 

‘Hunt ran a store at Bellton and carried 
about $1,200 worth of goods. He had $600 in 
gold and $1,500 in bills, which he carried for 
weeks on his person. He was free in the 
matter of showing his money, and went 
around with it all the time. 

“I went to him and agreed to buy his 
stock, arid on’ Monday, the 1bth, I persuad- 
ed him to take hiv team and go with me 
to Harmony Grove, where I said I would 
pay him the mofhey in the trade. He un- 
derstood I had the money there in bank. 

“We drove to Harmony Grove, both of 
us in good humor, and’ went out to Mrs. 
Butler’s plantation, near the Oconee river, 
to spend the night. 

“Tuesday morning we went bird hunt- 
ing. Hunt carried the only gun in the 
crowd, and Bud Brooks went with us. 


Hunt shot two birds and Bud pointed out 


a third and asked for the gun to get a 
shot. 


“Tiunt handed him the gun, and as he 


looked off to see the bird, Brooks hit him 
in the back of the head With the butt of 
the gun. He fell like a log. 

“We then took off what things were of 
value on his body and, and Brooks got an 
ax he had been using to get out railroad 
ties and hacked the body in the side and 
over the heart. We then carried it to the 
river, weighted it and sunk it. 

“Both of us then went back to Mrs. 
Butler's, and when she asked after the 
other man, Bud told her he had gone across 
the iron bridge and we were to meet him. 
“I hooked up the team, took Hunt’s 
ring, pistol and overcoat and went back 
to Bellton. I left Brooks working within 
3800 yards of where Hunt’s body was bur- 
led in the water. 

“At Bellton I told the story we fixed up— 
that Munt had sold out to me, gone west 
to see the prize fight and had directed me 
to dispose of his effects and send him the 
money. I sold the team for $10 to Quil- 
lian & Bros., and took charge of the store. 

“I didn’t know that Hunt had another 
horse in the livery stable, and when they 
asked about it, I guess I gave myself away. 
They suspicioned something and sent for 
Hunt’s brothers. I then got away from 
Belltonand was near Harmony Grove trying 
to get to see Brooks when I was arrested. 

“I didn’t do the killing myself. I was 
to get Hunt off and Brooks was to have 
the $2,100 for killing him. He got the 
money. 

“I was afraid the people of Beliton would 
lyrch me, but I feel safer in this place. 
But I don’t see any way out of this thing 
now.” 

The above is the substance of his con- 
fession, made as coolly and with as much 
nerve as could well be exhibited under the 
most comfortable circumstances. 

It is talked about in Bellton that Rey- 
nolds claimed that certain relations be- 
tween Hunt and Reynolds's sister had 
something to do with the tragedy.

It is reported that one of the powers 
has withdrawn frem the concert. If this 
is true, it will leave matters in statu quo 
and will break up the concert, the efforts 
of which have been directed to overawing 
Greece by threats. 


UNANIMITY A FARCE. 


The Powers Show Signs of Not Acting 
im Harmony on the Cretan 
Question. 

London, February 27.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Standard and the RBer-

Will the McKinley administration redeem 
the honor of the American people and af- 
Tord proper protection for American citi- 
zens in Cuba?

That the present administration has re- 
mained loyal to the Spanish interests 
throughout the insurrection is conceded by 
even the friends of Cleveland and his crew 
of toadyists, and there is nothing but con- 
demnation to be heard as to the policy of 
the administration on Cuban affairs.

If Mr. Hale returns to Atlanta he may 
claim that he is still president of the South- 
ern Building and Loan Association and 
assert his rights ag such over Mr. O’ Byrne, 
who was elected to the presidency Thurs- 
day night, as was exclusively stated in 
The Evening Constitution yesterday. 

It will be remembered that after Mr. H. 
L. Atwater, vice president of the associa- 
tion, called the meeting of stockholders to 
order Thursday morning he gave to the 
convention the resignation of the entire 
board of directors of the assoctation. 

These resignations were not accepted at 
once and when the time came for accepting 
the resignations Mr. Atwater was called to 
the front and asked what authority he had 
for tendering the resignation of the direc- 
tors. His reply was that he was iuthor- 
ized to do so by all but Mr. Hale. There- 
upon the resignations were accepted. 
The resignation of the board of directcrs 
was supposed to include that of Mr. Hale, 
but in reality it did not. 

Mr. Hale did not authorize any one to 
resign for him; -he did not resign himself, 
consequently how could the etockholders 
accept his resignation when he did not re- 
sign. 

This is now staring the new directors in 
the face and they are wondering what the 
result would be if Hale were to return to 
Atlanta and attempt to assert his authority 
as president of the association. 

He was elected president by the old 
board; his term of office has not expired, 
and consequently he is still president. 

Mr. O’Byrne was elected president of the 
association by the new board when it al- 
ready had a president and. he has entered 
upon the duties of the office which have 
been imposed upon hfm. 

The action has placed matters in a com- 
plicated condition and much speculation is 
being indulged in as to what action Hale 
would take were he to return to Atlanta. 

His friends say that he is still president 
of the association and that he is the only 
person legally qualified to act as president. 

It is said that he had no desire to desert 
the sinking ship and that he may vet re- 
turn to heip tow her back to harbor.

The question is still being asked: ‘‘Where 


is W. C. Hale?” 

This very pertinent inquiry was first 
made by The Evening Constitution on 
Thursday morning in an extra edition, and 
prior to the meeting of the stockholders of 
the Mutual Building and. Loan Associa- 
tion. The fact that it was believed he 
would never show up in. Atlanta again 
was given as news on the streets many 
hours before any other paper in this city 
published it, and before even the stock- 
holders themselves realized the situation. 
That was giving the news while it was 
news. 

Others asked the question yesterday af- 
ternoon at least thirty hours after the ap- 
pearance of The Evening Constitution’s ex- 
tra. 

Today the question is still asked: Where 
is W. C. Hale? The answer does not seem 
to be so easily answered at this time as 
it was when The Evening Constitution’s 
extra appearei Thursday morning. 

“Oh, he’s in New York,” said some of 
his friends, ‘‘and will be here tomorrow.” 

“On his way here now," stated his part- 
ner, Ed Richards, who has since died 
away to Ney York city himself. 

“Won't be heré until Monday,” stated 
this same partner a little later on Thurs- 
day, and after the newsboys had sold 
something like 10,000 coptes of The Even- 
ing Constitution's @xtra, warning the de- 
luded stockholders that Hale didn’t think 
Atlanta a very healthy locality at this 
present time. 

It is now Saturday, and Hale’s where- 
abouts are yet not known, and the belief 
that he will never come back is steadily 
gaining ground. 

The report published in The Evening 
Constitution yesterday, that Hale had been 
seen in this city, is not discredited by many 
who have watched the developments in 
the case. It is probable that he came here 
and has left again. 

As time rolls by the stockholders in 
Hale’s building and loan company are more 
and more outspoken in their denuncia- 
tions of his mismanagement of the concern, 
and if he shows up the probability is that 
some action of a criminal nature will be 
taken against him. 

Inquiries at the office of the company and 
among Hale’s associates in business fail to 
throw any light on his whereabouts. He 
is in communication with no one in the 
city, as far as can be learned, and he 
seems to have wpaemeclsiies esas from 
view. 

In the meantime the ne who have 
been victimized by the operations of the 
building and loan company frre trying to 
probe to the bottom of the affair and long- 
ing to see the missing president.

“This is their death blow. It is their 
duty to have this report ready. They say 
they don’t know; give us time.

HALE SEIZED IT BY THE THROAT. 

W. P. Hill said there was one curious re- 
mark made by the defense: ‘“They. say the 
association had been seized by the throat, 
etc., and Mr. Ellis knows that Hale had 
seized the assets by the throat and skipped 
out.”’ 

“This situation is, that a court of equity 
must take a band. The courts don’t rob 
people. The courts can run this associa- 
tion for one-third what Hale ran it for. 

“I think th&t the directors are respon- 
sible. There is a petition making them de- 
fendants in the case, and I think they 
should be prosecuted and be made to pay.” 

“We are the unfortunate managers of 
this association,” said M. A. O'Byrne, 
“elected by the convention to take charge 
of the affairs. It has been only a short 
time since the election and we have had 
no time to prepare forth e motion. This is 
a plausible ground why there should be a 
continuance and I hope the court will see 
it in this light.” 

JUDGE ANDERSON IS HEARD. 

Judge Anderson said in answer to a ques- 
tion that it would be two weeks before the 
report of Examiner Moore would be ready. 

President O'Byrne objected to Judge An- 
derson being questioned. Wiley Burnett 
said that they wanted to get at the affairs 
of the association and that Judge Ander- 
son was the only one here now that could 
give them any inside information. 

“‘How far will these doubting Toms go I 
don’t know.” 

Hon. R. L. Berner said they wanted a 
continuance of two weeks. “‘We will then 
get a thorough report. If it shows insol- 
vency and is rotten then the court will 
know how fo act.” 

SENSATION IS BPRUNG. 

W. P. Hale caused a sensation here by 
Stating that the report of Examiner Moore 
might be protested. 

“If the court is inclined to grant time, 
then I want another examiner appointed, 
Mr. Moore three years ago examined the 
books of this same association and his re- 
port was that they were all right. He has 
claimed that for five years the concern has 
been all right, when there was something 
wrong. If the hearing is continued we 
want another examiner.” 

Jack Spalding said his clients would ob- 
ject to the report of Examiner Moore. 

Judge Anderson explained that he did 
not know at the time that Mr. Moore had 
had any connection with the association. 

“He afterwards told me that he had been 
employed to examine the books, but that 
he had never examined the securities.” 

This was --- only sensation during the 
trial. it was explained that there were 
creditors in other states who did not know 
the integrity and honesty of Mr. Moore and 
they would object to his report. 

ROSSER TAKES A HAND. 

Luther Rosser said that it was not a 
question of solvency or insolvency. ‘‘Insol- 
vency in applying to a receivership case is 
a misnomer, 

“Experts may expert, and it does not 
change the status of affairs. The arm of 
the law is the only one that ean adjust 
the affairs of the association. 

“If Judge Anderson’s arm was as long 
as his leg he could hardly reach to New 
York and bring back the assets.’’ 

Judge Lumpkin ordered that the case 
proceed.

The directors of the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association were in ses- 
sion until midnight last night. The meeting 
was held in Mr. O'’Byrne’s room at the 
Aragon hotel. It was for the purposed of 
discussing further the result of the stock- 
holders’ meeting of the day before and 
consulting regarding the action to be taken 
in the future. 

The announcement that Mr. E._C. Peters 
would not serve’on the committee of direc- 
tors was made and Mr. J. E. Maddox was 
selected to take his place on the board. 

The organization of the directors by elect- 
ing officers on Thursday night was told 
exclusively in The Bvening Constitution 
yesterday afternoon. They now propose to 
go to work and sift to the bottom every 
transaction of the old officers and if any 
wrongdoing is found which can be attrib- 
uted to the mismanagement of W. C. Hale 
he will be arrested. 

The directors are certain that he is guilty 
and he will not be allowed to escape if he 
shows up in Atlanta again, and if heard 
from elsewhere he will probably be prompt- 
ly arrested ard returned to this city. 

There has been much talk during the last 
few aays over the telegrams which were 
supposed to be from Hale that were receiv- 
ed and exhibited at the stockholders’ con- 
vention on Thursday. 

There are those who do not belleve that 
any such messages were ever received here, 
but that they were made up in Atlanta, 
and if they were received in Atlanta they 
came from a person representing Hale and 
not the man himself. 

An effort has been made to locate the 
man during the past few days, but this has 
met with failure, 

A telegram to the Broadway Central ho- 
tel, in New York, elicited the reply that 
Hale left there several days ago and has 
not been heard from since. It 1s asserted 
by some that he sailed from New York for 
Liverpool last Wednesday, and that he will 
not be seervin Atlanta again. 

A sharp watch will be kept for the fugi- 
tive, however, and if he does not turn up 
tomorrow, as per his telegram, a reward 
may. be offered for his arrest.

INDIAN MURDER 


A very interesting criminal case set for 
hearing before the supreme court Monday 
is that of Lowry against the state, murder 
from Glynn. 

M. Lowry is a Creatan Indian, from the 
celebrated band in North Carolina, many 


of whom have drifted with the turpentine 


and timber men into southern Georgia, 
where they are called ‘‘Melungeons.’’ 
Lowry and a white man named Patrick 
Burns were working in the woods together 
and Burns went to Lowry’s camp and en- 
tered his shanty to get something to eat. 
Those Croatan Indians are a fierce, 
treacherous and vindictive race, and once 
their anger is aroused they do not hesitate 


to commit murder. 
The witnesses in the case testified on the 
trial that as Burns left the shanty Lowry 


’ shot him in the back, having concealed 


himself behind a tree, so as to take advan- 
tage of his enemy. 

As to the origin of the difficulty between 
them very little was brought out, but it 
seems to have been simply a dispute about 
some trivial matter. 

Burns walked about three-quarters of a 
mile after he was shot and told some other 
parties that Lowry bed shot him in the 
back. He lingered for a short time and 
died. 

Lowry was tried and convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged, but an appeal 
for a new trial was taken and the case 
will come up Monday. It is the first timte 
in many years that an Indian has been 
placed on trial for his life in a court of 
justice in Georgia.

Sorry Legacy 
Left McKinley. 


Next week Mr. Cleveland will turn over 
the Cuban question to President McKinley 
in a very tangled and deplorable condition. 
Cleveland’s policy in the case from first 
to last has been that of evasion, disguise, 
subserviency, pusillanimity and Gissimula- 
tion. He has moved out of sight of the 
American people. He may have regarded 
his conduct as patterned after that of the 
old world diplomatists, but it has lacked 
the skill of those trained schemers, who 
always seek to carry the people along 
with them: and it has been unlike the con- 
duct of England and France in the case 
of Crete. But once has he come out into 
the open, and that was when he sent his 
message to congress in December last, and 
when he held out a foolish and impractica- 
ble programme, that was acceptable neith- 
er to his own country nor yet to Spain, 
though it favored Spanish pretensions in 
Cuba. 

He had previously manifested his design 
when he cast aside the belligerency resolu- 
tions of congress and antagonized public 
sentiment in the Spanish interest, and he 
had manifested it also by rendering such 


practical service as was desired By Spain; 


but not until the delivery of his message 
was the country made aware of the char- 
acter of the negotiations with the Spanish 
monarchy in which he had made an effort 
to engage. His scheme was spurned by 
both of the parties at war, as also by the 
American congress to which it was present- 
ed after the worthlessness of it had been 
demonstrated. 

As The New York Sun says, fhere has 
been no statesmanship in Cleveland’s treat- 
ment of the Cuban question. There hag 
been no sagacious or honest leadership on 
the part of the administration. American- 
ism, patridtism and the country’s interests 


have all been disregarded. 
ee 


It is not often that any president has 
such an opportunity for writing his name 
high in the nation’s history as that which 
came to the man who is about to leave 
office with a discreditable re¢ord. He might 
have saved the United States from dangers 
which must confront them so long as Cuba, 
the “key to the gulf of Mexico,’"’ remains 
in the hands of the government of Spain. 
He might have given a most useful lesson 
to such foreign powers as may ever enter- 
tain a design of encroaching upon Amerl- 
can rights, and might have provided for 
the guarding of the southern seaboard for 
all time to come. He might have promot- 
ed the advancement of Hberty, though one 
must admit that this Is a sentimental con- 
sideration, which may be regarded as unde- 
serving of the attention of a strong gov- 
ernment. 

There was no need that Mr. Cleveland 
should give any cause of offense to the 
Madrid monarchy by his policy. There was 
certainly no need that he should invoke 
war with Spain, or get into any kind of 
trouble with her. All desirable ends could 
have been gained by peaceful méans. 
Spain is not such a fool as to strike an at- 
titude .of hostility toward a government 
merely because it asserted a right which 
any government may assert under interna- 
tional laws, and one which this govern- 
ment has frequently asserted in oth- 
er cases; or because this govern- 
ment took effective steps for the protection 
of its citizens resident in Cuba; or because 
this government sought redress for wrongs 
suffered by its citizens upon Spanish soil, 
or because it entered a protest against 
Spain's violation of the customs of civilized 
warfare; or because it desired indemnity 
for American property destroyed, or even 
because it recognized the belligerent rights 
or acknowledged the independence of. Cuba. 

‘Mr. Cleveland has neglected every oppor- 
tunity that he might have seized without 
giving Spain any reason to take offense. 
In the case of the island of Crete, fhe com- 
bined European powers have adopted meas- 
ures far more energetie than it has ever 
been necessary for this country to adopt 
in the case of the island of Cuba. They 
have not scrupled to bring both Turkey and 
Greece under the strong hand. The exam- 
ple they have set is one not to be followed 
by the United States in any event; but it 
illustrates the extent to which they will 
earry their intereference when their own in- 


terests are at stake.

The policy of Mr. Cleveland has been de- 
signed to discourage Cuba, and has given 
great encouragement to Spain. The Cu- 
bans say: “The American government is 
against us, and wotld confirm the rule of 
Spain over us.’”’ The Spaniards say: “The 
American president is on our side, and 
helps us, as far as he can, against the 
rebels.”’ 

But most fortunately for the Cubans, it 
can be stated that no encouragement from 
Washington. has had any influence in break- 
ing their great purpose or in weakening 
their arms. As for the Spaniards, it is to 
be said that all the encouragement they 
have received from Washington has not 
brought success to them in their insurgent 
colony. 

Mr. Cleveland has received praise from 
the Spanish monarchists such as no other 
president ever received from a_ foreign 
country. ‘The president is our faithful 
friend,” said the queen regent last year. 
“We place perfect trust in Mr. Cleveland,” 
are words that have often been publicly 
uttered by the Spanish premier. General 
Weyler has commended his policy as that 
wiich is desirable for Spain, and Weyler’s 
vicegerent at Havana, General Ahumada, 
has this week expressed his aproval of it. 
The most reactionary of the politicians of 
Spain, and the most savage of Spain’s gen- 
erals in Cuba, are the men who most ar- 
dently admire Mr. Cleveland’s Spanish- 
Cuban policy. This is surely a singuler 
circumstance in the history of the two 


countries.

The exceeding secrecy of Cleveland’s ma- 
neuvering in the case of Cuba is inéxplica- 
ble. Congress has been unable to obtain 
the documents in the case or to learn the 
nature of the correspondence that has been 
carried on between Madrid and Washing- 
ton, or to ascertain the character of the 
dispatches that have been sent from Hava- 
na by General Lee. Under the circum- 
stances, without the necessary documen- 
tary information and without knowledge 
of the underground operations of the ad- 
ministration or of the answering voice of 
Spain, it has been very difficult for con- 
gress to adopt such measure applicable to 
the case as the situation has assuredly 
required. 

Its desires have been frustrated by Mr. 
Cleveland, who has not taken the trouble 
to state the reasons for his conduct. There 
is no precedent for such a course, to which,

FAIR STREET. SCHOOL; ! 
ITS REMARKABLE GROWTH 
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FAIR STREET SCHOOL. 


The Fair street school is one that ranks 
with the largest and with the best in the 
city. Its district is especially large and 
it takes in many neighborhoods that are 
strangely unlike each other. 

The building is situated on Fair and 
Kelly streets, in a location that is not 
largely built up and which is near such 
open places as Grant park and the Oak- 
land cemetery. About the school, too, are 
large yards, and altogether it has little 
of the appearance of a dense city dis- 
trict. 

But Fair street is a city school in every 
sense. Among its six hundred children are 
to be found representatives of the different 
conditions of people that go to make up 
@® large population; but one roof they 
gather under and for the time being for- 
getful of everything save that they are 
Fair street scholars and have the great 
school as the tie that holds them all to- 
gether. 

And this tie is a long one and one that 
is not likely to be considered or to be 
easily made. 

Fair street has it to a commendable de- 
gree, and the spirit that exists between 
the teachers and scholars and between the 
scholars themselves is not easily to be 
overestimated. 

Each individual boy or girl thinks and 
believes thoroughly that Fair strect 
school is the ideal of such institutions, and 
they are not without grounds for such 
thoughts. 

The faculty is an excellent one, and from 
principal to the eighth grade teacher there 
is a unity of purpose that is born from 
the love of the work. 

The head of the school is Mrs. A. H. 
Smith, and her great experience is given 
to the school, and it is profiting by it. 

Mrs. Smith taught in Fair street school 
when it was. not the size it is now, and 
after that she was appointed to take the 
by no means easy task of organizing the 
then formirg Fraser street school. 

This she did. The hard period of the be- 
ginning was over with and she was called 
back to the important post of administer- 
ing the affairs of Fair street school. 

This she has done for the last five years, 
and in this time the school already large 
grew to such dimension that last year the 
double session plan was necessary to ac- 
commodate all the pupils, and this year 
the school was enlarged to twelve grades, 
the four lower being doubled. 

The teachers of the school are Miss 
Davies, who is assistant principal; Mrs. 
Maddox, Misses Patton, Traylor, Winter, 
Choat, Steinheimer and Robinson. 

By the double session plan is meant prac- 
tically holding two schools a day. One 
meeting at 9 and adjourning at 12:30, and 
a new one coming in at that time and 
lasting until 4. 

This is no easy task, naturally, for the 
teachers, and the much better one of doub- 
ling the lower grades was tried this year. 


It is almost necessary now to double the 
fifth grade of the school, as this one is 


very greatly overcrowded. 

As to the building in which Fair street 
is located, it is a particulaely good one 
and has many features that are of great 
advantage to it. 

The building has spacious halls, which 
is a great consideration when it was nec- 
essary to dismissing one school almost 
at the time the other was coming in, as 
was the case last year. The stairs are 
built as such stairs should be, long anda 
sloping, and they accommodate the large 
crowd that use them particularly well. 

Each teacher kas a private room of her 
own, which is something that is greatly 
appreciated by those who enjoy them. 

Besides these things, the school has a 
large yard, as has been said, and all these 
advantages make Fair street school as 
possessing a very considerable amount of 
unusual benefits and make the edifice a 
good one beyond the ordinary school build- 
ing. 

The school is well equipped in many 
ways; like most, however, it lacks a li- 
brary, and the idea of gaining one has 
long been the wish of its principal. 

She pointed out the need of one ex- 
hibited even in the ordinary school studies, 
In the writing of a composition the need 
of reference. books can well be seen; In the 
various other studies where the regular 
schoolbooks cf necessity are not all that 
is needed, this embarrassment is felt. 

Anything that gives the hope of gaining 
a valuable library is therefore very pleas- 
ant to the principal, and it is almost need- 
less to say the chanee ‘that {s before her 
now is not being in any way overlooked. 


The school life of the children is a very 
pleasant one—the recess play, their meet- 
ings together, the various features of their 
daily meetings is exceptionally cordial and 
has been noticeable to overs boty 2who has 
seen them, 

The order of the school naturally, In con- 
sideration of this, is very good, and the 
teachers find that to control their pupils is 
not in the least a difficulty. 

They all have a similar interest at heart 
and they work together with exceptional 
unity. 

The scholarship of the institution is 
therefore excellent. By the ones who are 
prevented from continuing the course to 
the end, deep regret is felt, and unfortun- 
ately thére are many. 

The graduating grade this year contains 
twenty-two pupils, and they appreciate the 
privilege which is theirs, and show it by 
devotion to their studies. 

The teaching tasks cannot but be a hard 
one, but in certain ways they are made 
easy by its congeniality and the evident 
effort the scholars make to not make dif- 
ficulties for them, 

Fair street is a school of growth. It is 
in a place and has the energy within itself 
that will make it constantly enlarged, and 
its high standard and its excellefit system 
will always make it stand among the very 
first rank of the public schools of At- 
lanta.

APPARATUS TO BE BOUGHT 


It Will Be Perfect in Every Detail and 
Will Be a Valuable Acquisition to 
the 
Experiments—The Board of Educa-

A most important department of the 
Boys’ High school has just been completed 
and is now ready for use. It is a room 
especially fitted up for the scientific lec- 
tures and experiments which will be under 
the directicn of Professor E. E. West. 

Thursday afternoon just before the meet- 
ing of the board of education Mr. J. C. 
Hendrix, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings of the board, invited the 
other members present and a gepresentative 
of The Evening Constitution to visit’ the 
department. 

The room selected for the purpose is on 
the south side of the Bays’ High school 
building, and is well Hghted from four 
large windows. It is handsomely furnished 
with forty desks and seats, and along the 
walls are several large cases, finished in 
polished curled pine, for the keeping of 
the scientific apparatus. 

The lecturer’s stand is fitted with water 
and gas connections, and arranged for all 
the appliances to be used in the expert- 
ments. 

It is the intention of the board of ed- 
ucation to make this department one of 
the best and most perfect in the school. 
In a short while a lot of new apparatus 
will be purchased, and this, with the ap- 
paratus now used, will give a most com- 
plete outfit. > 

Professor West is an able and clear dem- 
onstrator on all scientifis subjects, and his 
lectures to the classes will be of great 
benefit when he gets all the new appliances 
in order. 

One thing that Mr. Hendrix is justly 
proud of in connection with the fitting up 
of the scientific room is that all the 
handsome cases are made by their own 
carpenter and out of natural Georgia pine. 

To the pupils of the Boys’ High school 
this department is one of great interest, 
and none of the studies igs more enjoyed 
than that which takes them into scientific 
fields. 

The members of the board complimented 
Mr. Hendrix on the good work his com- 
mittee had done, and all expressed them-

Will the caveators succeed in breaking 
the last will of Dr. Thurman? 

For weeks five of the most prominent at- 
torneys in the city have been waging war 
with their claims. The case is one of the 
most peculiar that has been heard by an 
ordinary in years. 

The caveators say that Dr. Thurman was 
not in his right mind when the last will 
was made and that it was Mrs. Under- 
wood’s hold and influence that caused Dr. 
Thurman to make this last testament. 

\ Mrs. Underwood's attorneys say that Dr. 
Thurman was of sound mind and judg- 
ment when he died, and that the will that 
is being contested was made without the 
influence of Mrs. Underwood, and that Dr. 
Thurman left her property because she 
was a near relative and had been kind to 
him during his life. 

Dr. Thurman was eccentric. Sufficient 
evidence has been introduced in the way 
of personal testimony and by the introduc- 
tion of Dr. Thurman’s curios and his many 
wild Inventions. 

But because a person is eccentric it does 
not prove that he is not of sound mind and 
judgment. 

* Dr. Hagan. who was Dr. Thurman’s at- 
tending physician for several years, says 
that in his opinion Dr. Thurman was in 
his dotage. Testimony of a dozen other 
people say that Dr. Thurman’s mind failed 
in the last few years of his life. There was 
insanfty in the Thurman family years ago 
and it is claimed by the caveators that it is 
hereditary. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Underwood, N. J. 
& T. A. Hammond, have been introducing 
testimony for the last week of an unim- 
peachable nature. Dr. Thurman had a liti- 
gation with the city of Atlanta only a few 
years ago, and many prominent lawyers in 
the city say that during the trial and while 
Dr. Thurman was on the stand that his an- 
swers, replies and statements were those of 
a sane man in the full power of his mind.

Temple Court Narrowly Escapes 
Destruction. 


HARD FIGHT BY FIREMEN 


. 


The Seventh Ficor eof the Building 
Filled with Firemen for One Hour. 
Chief Joyner Was at First Puzzled. 
Couldn’t Tell Hew It Started—Baild- 
ing Saved with Only Ahout $500 
Damage. 


Temple court, on the corner of Alabama 
and Pryor streets, came near being de- 
stroyed by a very peculiar fire this morn- 
ing. and it took the hardest work on the 
part of the fire department to save the 


building. 


About 7 o’clock a young man while 
walking through the hall on the seventh 
floor of the building saw smoke issuing 
from a crack between the floor and side 
wall. He discovered at the same time 
that the hose which had been attached 
to a fire plug had burned to a crisp. He 
secured another piece of hose and began 
to throw a stream of water on the fire. 
It did not take him long to ascertain that 
he needed help, and a lot of it, for smoke 
was pouring into the hallway. 

By this time people in the street dis- 
covered the smoke rolling from between 
the roof and cornices, and an alarm was 
sent in. 

The trained eyeof Chief Joyner saw quick- 
ly that he had a hard fight on his hands 
to save the building. Hose from the reel 
wagons was run out and taken to. the 
seventh floor on one of the passenger ele- 
vators. This saved much time, and time 
was everything to the chief and his men. 

As Chief Joyner afterwards remarked to 
a reporter of The Evening Constitution, 
the fire reminded him of how Mrs. Mulll- 
gins had the meastles—it was all about in 
spots. Around in the side walls and over- 
head in the ceiling the flames were roar- 
ing like a hurricane. Plastering and laths 
were torn away with the hooks and axes 
and streams of water thrown upon the 
fire wherever it could be seen. 

The office in which the firemen worked 
was fortunately empty and none of the 
other offices were injured except the few 
which were sprinkled with a little water. 

When the fire was at last under control 
and the handsome and costly building 
saved, Chief Joyner began to look around 
for the cause of the burning. It was diffi- 
cult in the first place to locate where the 
fire originated, and when this question was 
finally settled, the astonishing fact was 
ascertained that the flames started from 
the water hose in the hall, the very ap- 
paratus intended to subdue fires. The 
theory is that some one threw a match or 
placed a cigar or cigarette on the coil of 
hose, which, being covered with worsted, 
quickly ignited and the flames were com- 
municated to the flooring. 

The total loss will not exceed S50.

Attorney General Thinks That the 
Anti-Trust Law Is All Right 
in Georgia. 


BETTER THAN THE TEXAS LAW 


He Does Not Consider It So Valuable 
as the Anti-Trust Law Pass- 
ed in Texas, 
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IT WAS MORE CAREFULLY DRAWN 


The Weak Points in the Law Which 
Judge Swayre Has Declared as Un- 
constitutional in the Lone Star State 
Have Been Eliminated from the Act 


Passed Here. 


Attorney General Terrell is of the opin- 
fon that the anti-trust law as passed by 
the last Georgia legislature will stand, or 
at least enough of its provisions to make 


is of practical utility. 

“It is an improvement on the Texas anti- 
trust law,” said Colonel Terrell this morn- 
ing, “and is not so vulnerable, and, in 
my opinion, it will stand the test of the 
United? States supreme eourt. 

“Tt is: not so bunglesome and was more 
carefully drawn to meet every possible con- 
tingency than the law passed by the Tex- 
as legislature, and Ibelieve that at least 
enough of its ‘provisions: will stand to 
make it operative in spite of the assaults 
of the lawyers. I am not sure that Judge 
Swayne's decision will be sustained by the 
United States supreme court, as it is only 
the opinion of one judge among many. 
You know that Jude Swayne is a Florida 
judge, anyhow, and as they are not very 
fond of him down there, they sent him 
out to Texas. There is still doubt as to 
whether or not the court at Washington 
will sustain him in all of his opinions in 
the decision rendered yesterday. 

“There are a number of points in the 
Texas law that hawe been attacked, the 
principal ones being its friction with the 
interstate commerce laws and that it in- 
terferes with the rights of the citizens, 
guaranteed them by the constitution. I 
think that in those points our law will 
stand the test and that it will hold good 
in the courts should it come up on a test 


case.”’

Williams, an uncle of Reed. 

On the @ay of the killing Reed and Powell 
met at Rochelle and became engaged in a

and began choking him. 

Powell drew his pistol and fired, killing 
Reed instantly. He was arrested and put 
on trial on the charge of murder, but the 
jury brought in a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter and Powell was given a sen- 
tence of twenty years in the penitentiary.

SERVED TEN YEARS IN PEN 


He Was Released Only Six Days Ago 
and Was on His Way Home—He Cap- 
tured a Lonesome Bicyele and Push- 
ed It to’ Atianta—He Is New Behind 
the Prison Bars Again. 


A bicyclist has just finished a most re- 
markable trip from Conyers to Atlanta. It 
Was remarkable from the fact that he push- 
ed the bicycle all the way, the bicycle did 
not belong to him and when he reached 
the city he landed in the police station. 

This bicyclist is a remarkable individual 
anyway. He was dismissed from the state 
penitentiary only six days ago, after serv- 
ing a sentence of ten years for burglary. He 
is a tall, scary lodking white man, with a 
wild light. in a pair of water-blue eyes. 

After leaving the penitentiary he walked 
through the country toward his former 
home, in Harris county. He said he wanted 
to get the benefit of the free air which he 
had so many years been deprived of. Pass- 
ing through Conyers he spied a fine bicy- 
cle, the owner of which was not in sight, 
and the ex-convict thought a ride would be 
an improvement on a walk of thirty miles, 
and he captured the lonesome wheel. 

But he soon ascertained he couldn't ride 
it, and so he rolled it all the way to At- 
lanta. Upen reaching the city he hid the 
wheel in a wagon yard, where it was dis- 
covered and the temporary owner arrested. 
At the police station he gave three names— 
all he remembered at the time. These 
were: James Anderson, Joseph Evans and 
Joseph Hammett.

DELINQUENT TAX OFFIGIALS 


THE SHERIFF WILL NOT ALLOW THE 
PRISONERS LETTERS OPENED. 


He Says the Jaitlers Have No Right 
Te Open the Letters of the Jail 
Inmates and Hé Orders It 
Stopped. 


There is likely to be a row in camp 
unless the tax collectors and tax receivers 
who have net filed their bonds with the 
comptroller general Cah make some show- 
ing satisfactory to the state department 
why they have not dorie so. 

There is a penalty attached to such ir- 
regularities and those officials who do not 
give their required bonds and file them 
with the proper authorities before entering 
upon the discharge of their official duties 
lay themselves liable to heavy fines. 

The tax collectors are required to give 
bond each in a sum not less than 3% 1-3 
per cent above the amount of taxes to be 
collected during the year, and the comp- 
troller assesses the bonds and forwards 
them to the different officers. 

The ordinary of each county then re- 
quires them to file an additional bond for 
the faithful performance of their duties 
toward the county. The bonds furnished 
by the comptroller must be signed by the 
securities in the presence of the ordinary, 
and he affixes his official certificate as to 
the solyency of the bondsmen and then 
the bonds must be forwarded to the gov- 
ernor and by him examined, and if ap- 
proved they are sent to the comptroller 
general to be ffled. 

It is frequently the case that the bonds 
are defectively drawn and improperly ex- 
ecuted, and in such cases they are re- 
turned to ‘the ‘officials furnishing them to 
be corrected. For that reason the comp- 
troller requires that the bonds must be filed 
before the officers can legally enter upon 
the discharge of his official duties before 
filing his bond the law provides 
that he shall be subject to a fine not tess 
than $500. 

Further than that such an offending offi- 
cer shall be considered as having been 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punishable 
by the state courts, 

It is supposed that in the cases of the 
tax collectors of Floyd, Jefferson and Up- 
son and the tax receivers of Douglas, Lau- 
rens and Upson, that there has been some 
Oversight and that the bonds have not 
been forwarded by the county officials. 

Should it transpire, however, that in 
any of the cases the officials .ave neglect- 
ed, or have been unable, to make proper 
bonds, the officers may be declared as void 
by the governor, and those of the present 
officials who have done any official acts 
will be placed in a very unenviable position 
undef the laws of the state.

Judge Fish Asked for His Commuta- 
tion and the Prosecuting At- 


torneys Concurred, 


HE WILL SERVE A LIFE SENTENCE 


The People of Symter County Were 


Almost . Unanimous in Faver of 


Granting Clemency to the Condéemn- 
ed Man and the Governor Came te 


the Same Conclusion. 


The sentence of Sam Grant has been 
commuted from hanging to imprisonment 
for. life, 

Governor Atkinson issued an order to that 
effect this morning. 

‘Grant had a close call for his life, and it 
was only through the mediation of Judge 
Fish that he escaped the gallows. 

Governor Atkinson is not a man to in- 
terfere with the due process of the law 
without good and sufficient reasons. _ 

So long as the appeals for clemency seem- 
ed to grow out of sympathy alone on the 
part of his interceders there was little hope 
for Sam Grant. 

But when Judge Fish, before whom the 
case was heard, and who has since been 
elevated to the dignity of a seat on the 
supreme bench, wrote to the governor that 
he had not aceorded the man all his rights 
under the law, that put a different light on 
the question. 

Coupled iwith the recommendation of 
Judge Fish was the approval of ex-Solici- 
tor General Dupree and his associate, Colo- 
nel L. J. Blalock, who assisted in the pros- 
ecution, and to the indorsement of those 
three, Sam Grant owes his life more than 
to all other influences combined. 

In issuing the order, Governor Atkinson 
stated that Judge Fish, Colonels Dupree 
and Blalock and a number of other promi- 
nent people and public officials had plead- 
ed for clemency and that the facts had 
been brought to his attention that the 
negro had previously borne a good reputa- 
tion, and that the man that he killed was 


a desperate character, and that there had, 


been no grudge or ill-feeling existing be- 
tween the two men prior to the killing. 
For those reasons he directed the officials 
of Sumter county to turn Grant over to the 
penitentiary authorities, instead of execut- 
ing the sentence of the court upon him, 
on Friday, March 5th, as before stated. 


NELMS MAKES A-KIGK. 


There is a custom at the jail, it seems, 
among the lers to open the mail which 
comes to the prisoners. 

The object of this is to see that nothing 
goes to the prisoners which would likely 
cause trouble. 

Yesterday a letter directed to Edwin 
Flanagan was opened by one of the jailers. 
It got to Sheriff Nelms and he was very 
much astonished to learn of the custom 
of the officials. 

He tmmediately resolved that such a 
thing as this would occur no more during 
his term of office and notified the jailers 
to that effect. 

The sheriff thinks that the jailers have 
no more right to open the private letters of 
the prisoners than those of anybody else. 

For a long time the jailers have been ac- 
customed to intercepting the mail of the 
unfortunates. 

He said in reference to this matter: 

“I knew nothing whatever of such a 
thing, or I would have stopped it long 
a 


ey. , 

“I will see that nothing of the kind hap- 
pens again. Those jailers have no more 
right to intercept the mail of those pris- 
Oners than anyone else’s mail. 

“Of course it is not right for the jailers 
to open and read these letters, but at the 
same time some way will be found to see 
that nothing is conveyed to the prisoners 
which could in any way give the officials 
trouble.” 

The plan which is more than likely to 
take the place of the old way will probably 
be to make the prisoners open their mail in 
the presence of an official. 

Hereafter the jadél birds may rest in quie- 
tude and not be worried about their mail, 
for the letters will hereafter be given 
them just as they come.

STYLES IN STATIONERY. 


Some of the Latest Fads and Fashions 
in Paper. 

As each new seuson opens and new fash- 
fons for all social functions declare them- 
selves for the coming year there is an 
attempt made by dealers in what are called 
“articles du luxe” to force upon the pub- 


*lic certain changes in the various lines of 


g00ds in which they deal, says The New 
York Herald. This is very noticeable in 
the stationer’s trade, and from time to 
time changes are made in the shapes and 
sizes of fine correspondence paper and en- 
velopes and in engraving invitations and 
visiting cards. 

There is no fixed code of social etiquette 
in this country, unfortunately, so that a 
certain degree of license is permissible in 
the taste of individuals in these matters, 
but just why the stationer should be the 
one to introduce new modes it is hard to 
discover. 

Yet such seems to be the case here in 
New York. and a well-known house has 
within a year succeeded in bringing about 
two rather radical changes in the shape, 
size and engraving of formal invitations 
to weddings, at homes, etc., and in the 
script used in the visiting cards of both 
men and women. 

During the present season we have sven 
these invitations engraved upon _ short, 
square sheets of paper, the matter squeez- 
ed up into close lines, the whole Inclosed in 
envelopes that conveyed the impression at 
first sight that our tradespeople had sud- 
denly begun to use very fine paper for their 
advertisements and bills. 

Visiting cards, too, have taken on strange 
faces, and in the varied sizes of the shaded 
black letters in which they are printed 
cne sees what looks much lIike a dentist's 
appointment card. 

Why cannot people stick to simple, old- 
fashion ways as to stationery and engrav- 
ing? It seems almost as strange for a 
man or woman to change his or her card 
plate as to adopt a new handwriting or 
signature. 

The fashions for stamping letter and note 
aper have always been subject to more or 
ess change, and these seem to be less ob- 
jectionable. New and pretty designs for 
monogram or address dies appear in Lon- 
don and Paris from time to time and are 
promptly brought to New York and copied 
or adapted to tastes and wishes of peopte 
here. .The French are dainty designers, 
and during the last year or two the tiny 
interlaced letters surrounded by either a 
double cirele or a little Louis V frame, 
have been much used. 

For London address dies are larger and 
sunk deeper than those made here, and 
the use of white print on gray or dark- 
blue paper, the letters standing boldly out, 
bas been much admired. 

This effect is not so easily produced by 
the dies cut in New York, for the method 
of cutting in. this country differs entirely 
from that employed abroad. In America 
the dies are cut in steel with knives, while 
in England. and France the letters are 
stamped into the steel blocks by a very 
powerful letter stamp, thus cutting deeper 
and sharper, so that when the paper is 
stamped up in color the letters stand out 
mure boldly. 

Many coats of arms and crests are il- 
luminated in two or more. colors,. and, al- 
though beautiful specimens of work, they 
an very showy and not always in good 
taste. 

Upon the papers that are now used by all 
our leading retail stationers too much 
praise cannot be bestowed. 

American manufacturers of fine papers 
are second to none in the world. It ts not 
#0 long ago that man ple bought only 
imported papers, an ngland was sup- 
posed to ar off the palm of excellence 
in this article of manufacture. 

Now all that is changed, for in the puri- 
ty of materials used, the fine finish of the 
numberiess kinds of paper offered to the 
people fer correspondence purposes, the 
tints, cut an finish of paper and envel- 
ores and minner of putting their papers 
up for the retail market, there ts nothing 
left to be derired. 


SAILS ON STEAM VESSELS. 


A Great Mistake To Abandon Canvas 
EPatirely.. 


From The Philadelphia Record. 

The substitution of steam power for sails 
in the propulsion of vessels has resulted tn 
the entire neglect of sail power as an ad- 
ee to steam power, Carl C. Vogt, a 

anish marine engineer, has given some 
attention to the study of salls. He states 
the proposition that “it is a mistake to 
build fast steamers without properly con- 
structed satis, the greatest mistake of all 
being to build sailing vessels with auxil- 
lary steam power only intended for use 
in calm weather, because it is just when 
there ig wind that the steam propulsion 
gives the greatest advantage in connection 
with sail power.”’ The force of his argu- 
ments has obtained for him the recogni- 
tion and assistance of the Danish admiral- 
ty, and permission was granted him to 
make experiments on the frigate Fyer, a 
vessel of 2,740 tons displacement, having 
about 20,000 square feet of sail area, and 
2,600 indicated horse-power of steam. In 
certain tests made with this vessel it was 
found on one occasion that when steam 
alone was used the rate of advance was a 
little more than five knots, right in the 
face of a strong top sall breeze of thirty- 
two feet per second, with a corresponding 
gea, Her horse-power at the time would 
have given her a speed of 35 knots in calm 
weather. Upon turning the ship five and 
a half peints off from the wind her speed 
rose to 8 knots, without any increase of 
steam power. gaff and

THE WEATHER:

The cold wave from the northwest has 
moved rapidly east and southeast during 
the past twenty-four hours and now covers 
the entire map, central near the junction 
of the Ohio with the ‘Mississippi, where the 
barometer is % inch above normal. The 
lowest pressure this morning is in the 
upper lake region, but there it is more than 
% inch above normla. 

The advance of the high has caused a 
general fall in temperature over the coun- 
try east of the Rocky Mountains except in 
Minnesota and westward, where plus 


changes of from 6 to 16 degrees are noticed 
this morning. In this vicinity the tem- 
perature has fallen 14 degrees in the past 
twenty-four hours. The lowest tempera- 
ture reached at Atlanta was 22 degrees, 
which occurred shortly before this réorn- 
ing’s observation. The temperature con- 
tinues below zero in the Dakotas, Minneso- 
ta and Nebraska. Freezing temperature 
line runs southwest from eastern Virginia 
to eastern Georgia, thence westward to 
the western border of the cotton belt. 

Clear weather prevails over the enttre 
map and with the exception of a few eta- 
tions in the northeast no precipitation has 
occurred during the past twenty-four 
hours. 

The conditions are favorable for fair 
weather in this vicinity tonight and Sun-

The committee in charge of the inter- 
national convention of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, which meets in Mo- 
bile in April, has just issued a notice to all 
secretaries urging that delegations be not 
confined, «s they sometimes are, to em- 
ployed officers of the association. The 
convention, which represents all assocla- 
tions in the United States and Canada, 
goes to a city in the south with the sole 
object of helping association work in that 
section. An international convention was 
held in Atlanta twelve years ago, end 
substantial results to that part of the 
ecuntry grew out of it. The Mobile meet- 
ing is fortunate in having as its principal 
speaker Mr. John R. Mott, who has been 
round the world in aid of the students’ vol- 
unteer movement, and has spoken to asso- 
ctaticn audiences in India and Japan. Ile 
has not yet arrived home, but is expected 
to go direct from San Francisco to Mo- 
bile, where he will be tendered a rousing 
welcome. He will be accompanied at Mo- 
bile by Mr. L. D. Wishard, who has also 
been in foreign lands, where he saw won- 
derful pregress in Assuciation work, in 
spite of stringent financial conditions. Spe- 
cial emphasis is to be given at Mobile to 
educational subjects, the aim being to se- 
cure the genereal adoption of uniform 
courses in all associations. The Bible 
study work of the convention is to be in 
charge of Rev. Dr. Scofield, one of the 
instructors at the Moody schools, at East 
Northfield, Mass.

When the McKinley clubs were called 
together a few weeks ago and effected a 
state league of republican clubs, the rumor 
and publications were rife that the negroes 
were frozen out and would not be admitted 
to its membership. Major J. F. Hanson, of 
Macon, was elected president of the leaguc. 
As the plans and purposes of the league 
were being misconstrued the local McKin- 
ley club invited its president, Major Han- 
son, to make an address here a few Sat- 
urady nights ago, setting forth the policy 
and purpose of the state league of +epub- 
lican clubs. His speech was well received 
by all colored republicans. Major Hanson 
made it plain that the colored republicans 
were not to be frozen out, but that they 
were really needed in the great work of 
building up and fostering an aggressive, 
strong republican party in the state. He 
declared that any political club of ten or 
more members adhering to the principles 
enunciated in the platform of the league 
of republican clubs is entitled to represen- 
tation in the state conventicn of republi- 
can clubs. Colored republicans should pro- 
ceed at once to organize clubs throughout 
the state. They should not wait until just 
& few weeks before a convention of. clubs 
is called and then drum up a few mem- 
bers just to be represented in it. To have 
the honor of representation is all right, 
provided you have something to represent. 
I believe the state league’ of republican 
clubs means business, and if we are going 
to unite with them we ought to mean busi- 
ness also. It is not right for delegates to 
tle up state meetings with dilatory mo- 
tions, .points of order and bombastic elo- 
quence while representing clubs only a 
few weeks old. Organize now and have 
stated meetings and work up large recruits 
to the party, men who can vote ballots 
and not tongues.

The 
paper is advocating the colored department 
of the Centennial, and seems to be doing 
well.

They claim 
that there is no doubt about his ability 
and good work for the republican party. 


The sixth annual negro conference, which 
was in session last Wednesday and Thurs- 
day at the Tuskegee Normal and Industrial 
institute, Tuskegee, Ala., was largely at- 
tended and a success in every way. A 
large number of friends of the school from 
the north attended the conference. Wednes- 
day was farmers’ day, and several hun- 
dred farmers were present and exchanged 
views and discussed matters of interest 
to their vocation. Thursday was laborers’ 
day, which tncluded all laborers except 
farmers, educators, lawyers, teachers, 
preachers, doctors and mechanics; they dis- 
cussed plans for the improvement of their 
professions.

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A New Order of Women 


A new order of women has been orga- 
nized in Atlanta, but it is not an order of 
new women. That fact is emphasized in 
the beginning, for they call themselves the 
“Order of Old-Fashioned Women.,”’ 

This club, which is composed. of eight 
of the young married women of the city, 
has only recently branched out into the 
new field which it now proposes to occupy. 
Originally Tt was merely a gathering of 
these young women who had been personal 
friends since girlhood, without any formali- 
ty of rules or regulations. 

\At these informal gatherings once a week 
they chatted pleasantly, sewed industri- 
ously on garments for the poor and after- 
wards enjoyed luncheon together. The so- 
cial side was very delightful and they ac- 
complished a great deal of work. Recent- 
ly within three weeks, that is at three 
meetings, thirty-four garments were com- 


pleted. 

The ladies became interested in the chari- 
ty work they were doing and impressed 
with the idea that a great deal more 
might be accomplished, so they have or- 
ganized this order and have gone to work 
with definite plans. They wish to establish 
different chapters of eight members all 
over the city, whose object shall be charity 
work.

This orig!- 
nal, or mother chapter, has selected a 
room in the Grady hospital which will be 
kept up by it. 

The other chapters, as they are organized, 
will do whatever charitable work that 
seems to them to be most needed, They will 
meet once a week and sew for the poor, 
making simple garments of checked ging- 
ham print, etc., that any woman, no mat- 
ter how inexperienced with the needle, can 
manage.

HIS NAME HISTORIC. 


Gouwerneur Morris, a Descendant of 
Washington’s Frfend, Passes Awny. 


From The New York Sun. 

Gouverneur . Morris, lineal descendant of 
the statesman and patriot of continental 
times, head of the direct line of Morrises 
of Morrisania, clubman, society man, wri- 
ter, critic, traveler, hunter and raconteur, 
is dead. 

He was taken to the New York hospi- 
tal Sunday morning from his bachelor 
apartments In West Twenty-seventh street, 
delirious from fever, brought on from pneu- 
monia, and, despite the efferts of half a 
dozen physicians, death ensued at 6:30 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Morris, who is living in Paris with 
her daughter, and Gouverneur Morris, Jr., 
the son, who is an undergraduate at Yale 
have been notified by cable and telegraph, 
and the funeral arrangements will wait 
upon their replies. 3 

Mr. Morris was fifty-three years old, and 
though he no longer possessed the great es- 
tates which were for a century the hert- 
tage of his house, he was one of the best 
known and most popular men in New 
Vork. 

It was not known, even to Ris intimates, 
that Mr. Morris was ill until last Sunday 
evening, when a note, written by Mr. Mor- 
ris himself, cancelling a dinner engagement, 
gave sudden indisposition as the cause of 
his’ absence. The note was addressed to 


‘Mr. Harold Vynne, a friend and business 


associate, : 

Mr. Vynne at once went to the bachelor 
apartments where Mr. Morris lived. He 
found Mr. Morris very ill, and he and 
Colonel W. D. Mann, anothér intimate 
friend, summoned D. J. P. Tuthitli, of No. 
3% West Thirty-fifth street... Dr. Tuthill re- 
ported that Mr. Morrts was suffering from 
acute, pneumonia, and gave it- as his opin- 
fon that he could not live forty-eight hours.

SOMETHING ABOUT HAWAII, 


“Should Hawall Be Annexed?” ts the title 
of an‘article in the February Arena, the 
writer of which believes that the question 
of annexing the Hawalian islands will be 
one of the earliest considered by President 
McKinley. A notion thought to prevail 


that the idea of annexation originated at 


the time of the overthrow of the Hawalian 
monarchy is said to be entirely mistaken, 
and in proof a letter of Secretary Seward’s, 
Written in 1867, is quoted, as well as the 
dying words of Kamechameha V: “What is 
to become of my poor country? Queen Em- 
ma I do not trust, Lunalilo is a drunkard 
and Kalakaua is a fool.” 

It is stated that the islands must belong 
either to England, America or Japan. The 
Hawalian people are strongly disinclined to 
alliance with Japan, while many of the 
English residents argue in favor of Amer- 
ica. The American is found to be pre- 
ponderant in things Hawaiian. He is 
“chief in business and politics; he is in 
the church and school, the counting room, 
on the railroad and steamer, at the dry 
dock and the foundry, at the lumber yard, 
at the mill and at the towboat: he is on 
the wharf when you land, on the street as 
you pass, at the hotel when you register. 
Nothing goes on successful without him.” 
The schools of the islands are managed al- 
together on the Amerfican system. 

The Hawalian islands are much more im- 
portant from a commercial point of view 
than is generally supposed. Two large 
steamship companies with a fleet of fifteen 
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closely watched as the North American In 
dians, but it is replied that the Kanaka is 
of a very dieffrent disposition. ‘kind. gen- 
tle, peaceable and not at all revengeful; his 
child-like good nature making him beloved 
by all who know him.” A better-grounded 
objection is found in the Asiatic popula- 
tion, so repugnant to Americans, but the 
oriental is really as little a citizen in 
Hawali as the United States. He ts em-

Merchants Are Causing 2 Row Be- 
cause Tax Assessors Have As- 
sessed Stock Highly. 


WILL TAKE UNITED ACTION 


The Big Pry Goods Firms Have Been 
Giving in Taxes Less Than the 
Stcck Value.

ASSESSORS NOW RAISE THE LIMIT 


The Merchants Centend That They 
Give in the Stock at What It Would 
Bring at Forced Sale, and That 

Basis Is the Only Just One—The Mer- 


ehants Talk Ont. 


A clash is imminent between the city 
tax assessors and the big dry goods mer- 
chants on Whitehall street. 

It all grows out of what is said to be 
a discrimination in the return of taxes, 
and the tax assessor’s action in raising the 
assessment. 

All of the big merchants are kicking, 
and it is likely that a conference will be 
held and a plan for some concerted action 
formulated. 

The tax assessors are keeping mum on 
the subject except to say that they are do- 
ing their duty as city officials, but the 
merchants are sending up a howl. ° 

They all claim they are making their re- 
turns on an equitable basis and that an 
increase in unjust. 

It is said that Mr. J. E. McClelland, of 
the firm of J. M. High & Co., started the 
ball rolling in making a Kick on other 
merchants whose stocks were claimed to 
be assessed very low. 

MR. M’CLELLAND TALKS. 

Mr. McClelland was seen by an Evening 
Constitution reporter this morning in re- 
gard to the action of the tax assessors re- 
quiring that the dry goods merchants give 
in their stocks at increased values, and 
said that he could only speak for J. M. 
High & Co., individuaHy. He believes that 
the increase asked of them was unjust, for 
the reason that they have always given in 
tax on their personal property in excess 
of the amount he honestly belleves that 
it would bring at a, forced sale, He be- 
lieves the cause of this asked increase is 
based upon some merchants giving in their 
taxes at considerably less than they should; 
that the tax books will show. that some of 
the merchants have been discriminating 
against the city, and that while his firm 
conceded to the wishes of the tax asses- 
sors in advancing their taxes about 20 
per cent they did go wecause there was no 
appeal from the assessors’: decision. 

“It was our first intention,”’ continued 
Mr. McClelland, ‘“‘and so stated to the tax 
assessors, that the increased amount was 
given in under protest, but upon being ad- 
vised that .we had no appeal from their 
decision, we withdrew this protest and left 
the matter wholly in the hands of the as- 
sessors. We believe them to be fair-mind- 
ed and honest men, and apparently are de- 
sirous of equalizing the taxes. J. M. High 
& Co. desire nothing but equal treatment. 
If the other merchants in Atlanta are 
forced to give in at the same pro rata as 
per value of their stock as J. M. High & 
Co. have been required to do, the city’s 
taxes will be increased many thousand 
dollars. We therefore think that instead 
of raising our taxes, that the taxes of 
those who have been discriminating against 
the-city should first be raised. We submit 
to the action of the tax assessors as grace- 
fully as is possible under the circum- 
stances.”’ . 

M. RICH & BROS. 

Mr. Dan Rich, of the firm of M. Rich & 
Bros., gives his opinion on the increased 
assessment, and says: 

‘The merchants are bled to death now by 
taxation, and any increase will be un- 
just. We always give in our taxes under 
oath at a figure that the stock would bring 
if thrown on the market at force sale, and 
this is the only equitable basis upon which 
a stock cen be assessed. We may hold a 
conference with the other merchants in 
regard to the increase and some plan of 
protest agreed upon.”’ 

KEELY COMPANY. 

Mr. John Morris, of the Keely Company, 
says: 

“When we made our return of taxes we 
were notified by the assessors that the 
amount was not enough. They went so far 
as to tell us that the city would save a 
two-cent stampeif we took our notice 
along with us. After a long argument we 
agreed to the increased assessment as there 
is no appeal.’’ 
CHAMBERLIN-JOHNSON-DU BOSE CO. 

Mr. Chambertin, of the Chamberlin-John- 
s0n-Dubose Company, says: 

‘“‘We have always returned our taxes at 
what we thotght could be realized if we 
had to close out at force sale. I have not 
given them in yet, but when we do we will 
insist that they be accepted. Our house 
has always given in what it thought was 
honest.”
